GENERAL SECTIONS 24 

 Sec. 1-201. Pursuant to section 30 of article IX of the state constitution of 1963, 25 

total state spending from state resources under part 1 for the fiscal year 2022 is 26 

$102,261,200.00 and state spending from state resources to be paid to local units of 27 

government for fiscal year 2022 is $8,800,000.00. The itemized statement below identifies 28 

appropriations from which spending to local units of government will occur: 29

 Sec. 1-202. The appropriations authorized under this article are subject to the 4 

management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 18.1594. 5 

 Sec. 1-203. As used in this article: 6 

 (a) "Department" means the department of agriculture and rural development. 7 

 (b) "Director" means the director of the department. 8 

 (c) "FTE" means full-time equated. 9 

 (d) "IDG" means interdepartmental grant. 10 

 (e) "MAEAP" means the Michigan agriculture environmental assurance program. 11 

 (f) "TB" means tuberculosis. 12 

 (g) "USDA" means the United States Department of Agriculture. 13 

 Sec. 1-204. The departments and agencies receiving appropriations in part 1 shall use 14 

the Internet to fulfill the reporting requirements of this article. This requirement shall 15 

include transmission of reports via electronic mail to the recipients identified for each 16 

reporting requirement, or it shall include placement of reports on an Internet or Intranet 17 

site. 18 

 Sec. 1-205. To the extent permissible under MCL 18.1261: 19 

 (a) Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for the purchase of foreign goods 20 

or services, or both, if competitively priced and of comparable quality American goods or 21 

services, or both, are available.  22 

 (b) Preference shall be given to goods or services, or both, manufactured or provided 23 

by Michigan businesses, if they are competitively priced and of comparable quality. 24 

 (c) In addition, preference should be given to goods or services, or both, that are 25 

manufactured or provided by Michigan businesses owned and operated by veterans, if they are 26 

competitively priced and of comparable quality. 27 

 Sec. 1-206. To the extent permissible under the management and budget act, the 28 

director shall take all reasonable steps to ensure businesses in deprived and depressed 29 

communities compete for and perform contracts to provide services or supplies, or both. The 30 

director shall strongly encourage firms with which the department contracts to subcontract 31 

with certified businesses in depressed and deprived communities for services, supplies, or 32 
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both. 1 

 Sec. 1-207. Consistent with MCL 18.1217, the departments and agencies receiving 2 

appropriations in part 1 shall prepare a report on out-of-state travel expenses not later 3 

than January 1 of each year. The travel report shall be a listing of all travel by 4 

classified and unclassified employees outside this state in the immediately preceding 5 

fiscal year that was funded in whole or in part with funds appropriated in the department's 6 

budget. The report shall be submitted to the senate and house appropriations committees, 7 

the house and senate fiscal agencies, and the state budget director. The report shall 8 

include the following information: 9 

 (a) The dates of each travel occurrence. 10 

 (b) The transportation and related costs of each travel occurrence, including the 11 

proportion funded with state general fund/general purpose revenues, the proportion funded 12 

with state restricted revenues, the proportion funded with federal revenues, and the 13 

proportion funded with other revenues. 14 

 Sec. 1-208. Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used by a principal executive 15 

department, state agency, or authority to hire a person to provide legal services that are 16 

the responsibility of the attorney general. This prohibition does not apply to legal 17 

services for bonding activities and for those outside services that the attorney general 18 

authorizes. 19 

 Sec. 1-209. Not later than December 31, the state budget office shall prepare and 20 

transmit a report that provides for estimates of the total general fund/general purpose 21 

appropriation lapses at the close of the prior fiscal year. This report shall summarize the 22 

projected year-end general fund/general purpose appropriation lapses by major departmental 23 

program or program areas. The report shall be transmitted to the chairpersons of the senate 24 

and house appropriations committees and the senate and house fiscal agencies. 25 

 Sec. 1-210. (1) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is 26 

appropriated an amount not to exceed $5,000,000.00 for federal contingency funds. These 27 

funds are not available for expenditure until they have been transferred to another line 28 

item in this article under section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, 29 

MCL 18.1393. 30 

 (2) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 31 

not to exceed $6,000,000.00 for state restricted contingency funds. These funds are not 32 
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available for expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this 1 

article under section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393. 2 

 (3) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 3 

not to exceed $100,000.00 for local contingency funds. These funds are not available for 4 

expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this article under 5 

section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393. 6 

 (4) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 7 

not to exceed $100,000.00 for private contingency funds. These funds are not available for 8 

expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this article under 9 

section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393. 10 

 Sec. 1-211. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall provide to 11 

the department of technology, management and budget information sufficient to maintain a 12 

searchable website accessible by the public at no cost that includes, but is not limited 13 

to, all of the following for each department or agency: 14 

 (a) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by category. 15 

 (b) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by appropriation unit. 16 

 (c) Fiscal year-to-date payments to a selected vendor, including the vendor name, 17 

payment date, payment amount, and payment description. 18 

 (d) The number of active department employees by job classification. 19 

 (e) Job specifications and wage rates. 20 

 Sec. 1-212. Within 14 days after the release of the executive budget recommendation, 21 

the department shall provide to the state budget office information sufficient to provide 22 

the senate and house appropriations chairs, the senate and house appropriations 23 

subcommittees chairs, and the senate and house fiscal agencies with an annual report on 24 

estimated state restricted fund balances, state restricted fund projected revenues, and 25 

state restricted fund expenditures for the fiscal years ending September 30, 2021 and 26 

September 30, 2022. 27 

 Sec. 1-213. The department shall maintain, on a publicly accessible website, a 28 

department scorecard that identifies, tracks, and regularly updates key metrics that are 29 

used to monitor and improve the department's performance. 30 

 Sec. 1-214. Total authorized appropriations from all sources under part 1 for legacy 31 

costs for the fiscal year ending September 30, 2022 is $11,812,300.00. From this amount, 32 
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total agency appropriations for pension-related legacy costs are estimated at 1 

$6,617,900.00. Total agency appropriations for retiree health care legacy costs are 2 

estimated at $5,194,400.00. 3 

 4 

DEPARTMENTAL ADMINISTRATION AND SUPPORT 5 

 Sec. 1-301. (1) The department may establish a fee schedule and collect fees for the 6 

following work activities and services:  7 

 (a) Pesticide and plant pest management propagation and certification of virus-free 8 

foundation stock.  9 

 (b) Fruit and vegetable inspection and grading services at shipping and termination 10 

points and processing plants. 11 

 (c) Laboratory support analyses of food, livestock, and agricultural products for 12 

disease, foreign products for disease, toxic materials, foreign substances, and quality 13 

standards. 14 

 (d) Laboratory support test samples for other state and local agencies and public or 15 

private organizations.  16 

 (2) The department may receive and expend revenue from the fees authorized under 17 

subsection (1), subject to appropriation, for the purpose of recovering expenses associated 18 

with the work activities and services described in subsection (1). Fee revenue collected by 19 

the department under subsection (1) shall not lapse to the state general fund at the end of 20 

the fiscal year but shall carry forward for appropriation by the legislature in the 21 

subsequent fiscal year.  22 

 (3) The department shall notify the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state 23 

budget office 30 days prior to proposing changes in fees authorized under this section or 24 

under section 5 of 1915 PA 91, MCL 285.35.  25 

 (4) On or before February 1 of each year, the department shall provide a report to 26 

the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state budget office detailing all the fees 27 

charged by the department under the authorization provided in this section, including, but 28 

not limited to, rates, number of individuals paying each fee, and the revenue generated by 29 

each fee in the previous fiscal year. 30 

 Sec. 1-302. (1) The department may contract with or provide grants to local units of 31 

government, institutions of higher education, or nonprofit organizations to support 32 
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activities authorized by appropriations in part 1. As used in this section, contracts and 1 

grants include, but are not limited to, contracts for delivery of groundwater/freshwater 2 

programs, MAEAP technical assistance, forest management, invasive species monitoring, 3 

wildlife risk mitigation, grants promoting proper pesticide disposal, and research grants 4 

for the purpose of enhancing the agricultural industries in this state.  5 

 (2) The department shall provide notice of contracts or grants authorized under this 6 

section to the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state budget office not later 7 

than 7 days before the department notifies contract or grant recipients. 8 

 9 

FOOD AND DAIRY 10 

 Sec. 1-401. (1) The department shall report on the previous fiscal year's activities 11 

of the food and dairy division. The report shall include information on activities and 12 

outcomes of the dairy safety and inspection program, the food safety inspection program, 13 

the foodborne illness and emergency response program, and the food service program.  14 

 (2) The report shall include information on significant foodborne outbreaks and 15 

emergencies, including any significant enforcement actions taken related to food safety 16 

during the prior calendar year.  17 

 (3) The report shall be transmitted to the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and 18 

the state budget office and posted to the department's website on or before April 1 of each 19 

year. 20 

 21 

ANIMAL INDUSTRY 22 

 Sec. 1-451. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for bovine tuberculosis, the 23 

department shall pay for all required regulatory whole herd testing costs and individual 24 

animal testing costs to maintain split-state status requirements. These costs include 25 

indemnity and compensation for injury causing death or downer to animals. 26 

 Sec. 1-452. (1) The department shall report on the previous calendar year's 27 

activities of the animal industry division. The report shall be transmitted to the 28 

subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state budget office and posted to the 29 

department's website on or before April 1 of each year. 30 

 (2) The department shall include in the report all indemnification payments for 31 

livestock depredation made in the previous calendar year and shall include all of the 32 
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following:  1 

 (a) The reason for the indemnification.  2 

 (b) The amount of the indemnification.  3 

 (c) The person for whom the indemnification was paid. 4 

 Sec. 1-454. The department shall use its resources to collaborate with the USDA to 5 

monitor bovine TB, consistent with the current required memorandum of understanding between 6 

the department and the USDA. 7 

 Sec. 1-457. (1) On or before October 15, of each year, the department shall provide 8 

to the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state budget office a report on bovine 9 

TB status and department activities. 10 

 (2) For each fiscal quarter following the report required in subsection (1), the 11 

department shall provide an update to the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state 12 

budget office.

PESTICIDE AND PLANT PEST MANAGEMENT 22 

 Sec. 1-501. The department shall report on the previous calendar year's activities of 23 

the pesticide and plant pest management division. The report shall be transmitted to the 24 

subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state budget office and posted to the 25 

department's website on or before April 1 of each year. 26

ENVIRONMENTAL STEWARDSHIP 28

subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and the state budget office and posted to the 5 

department's website on or before April 1 of each year. 6 

 Sec. 1-604. The department may receive and expend federal revenues in excess of the 7 

federal revenue appropriated in section 107 of part 1 for environmental stewardship and 8 

MAEAP activities. The department shall notify the subcommittees, the fiscal agencies, and 9 

the state budget office prior to expending federal revenues authorized under this section. 10 

 Sec. 1-608. (1) The appropriations in part 1 for the qualified forest affidavit 11 

program are for the purpose of increasing the knowledge of nonindustrial private forestland 12 

owners of sound forest management practices and increasing the amount of commercial timber 13 

production from those lands.  14 

 (2) The department shall work in partnership with stakeholder groups and other state 15 

and federal agencies to increase the active management of nonindustrial private forestland 16 

to foster the growth of Michigan's timber product industry. 17

LABORATORY SERVICES 19 

 Sec. 1-651. The department shall report on the previous calendar year's activities of 20 

the laboratory division. The report shall be transmitted to the subcommittees, the fiscal 21 

agencies, and the state budget office and posted to the department's website on or before 22 

April 1 of each year. 23 

 24 

AGRICULTURE DEVELOPMENT 25 

 Sec. 1-701. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the food and agriculture 26 

investment program, the department shall establish and administer a food and agriculture 27 

investment program. 28 

 (2) The food and agriculture investment program shall expand the Michigan food and 29 

agriculture sector, grow Michigan exports, promote the development of value-added 30 

agricultural production, food hubs, food incubators, and community-based processing 31 

facilities, and the expansion of farm markets and urban agriculture, including promotion of 32 
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hoop houses, and increase food processing activities within the state by accelerating 1 

projects and infrastructure development that support growth in the food and agriculture 2 

processing industry. 3 

 (3) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, the department may receive and 4 

expend funds received from outside sources for the food and agriculture investment program. 5

unallotted funds shall not lapse at the end of the fiscal year and shall be available for 23 

expenditures for projects under this section until the projects have been completed.

 (a) The purpose of the project is to promote and expand the Michigan food and 27 

agriculture sector, grow Michigan exports, and increase food processing activities within 28 

the state.

 (b) The project will be funded in accordance with this section and the project 30 

guidelines approved by the Michigan agriculture commission prior to an award. 31 

 (c) The estimated cost of this project is identified in the appropriation line item. 32 
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 (d) The tentative completion date for the work project is September 30, 2024. 1 

 (8) The department may expend money from the funds appropriated in part 1 for the 2 

food and agriculture investment program, including all of the following activities: 3 

 (a) Grants. 4 

 (b) Loans or loan guarantees. 5 

 (c) Infrastructure development. 6 

 (d) Other economic assistance. 7 

 (e) Program administration. 8 

 (f) Export assistance. 9 

 (9) The department shall expend no more than 10% from the funds appropriated in part 10 

1 for the food and agriculture investment program for administrative purposes. 11 

 Sec. 1-702. The department shall work with the rural development fund board to 12 

establish a process and criteria for funding projects as well as establishing metrics and 13 

measurable outcomes for the program. Funds appropriated from the rural development fund 14 

shall be used in accordance with the provisions of the rural development fund act, 2012 PA 15 

411, MCL 286.941 to 286.947. 16 

 Sec. 1-703. (1) The department shall work with the department of health and human 17 

service to do all of the following: 18 

 (a) Notify recipients of food assistance program benefits that food assistance 19 

program benefits can be accessed at many farmer's markets in this state with bridge cards. 20 

 (b) Notify recipients of food assistance program benefits about the double up food 21 

bucks program that is administered by the fair food network.

council established under section 303 of the Michigan liquor control code of 1998, 1998 PA 25 

58, MCL 436.1303: 26 

 (a) Council activities and accomplishments for the previous fiscal year.  27 

 (b) Council expenditures for the previous fiscal year by category of administration, 28 

industry support, research and education grants, and promotion and consumer education.  29 

 (c) Grants awarded during the previous fiscal year and the results of research grant 30 

projects completed during the previous fiscal year. 31 

 32 
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FAIRS AND EXPOSITIONS 1 

 Sec. 1-801. All appropriations from the agriculture equine industry development fund 2 

shall be spent on equine-related purposes. No funds from the agriculture equine industry 3 

development fund shall be expended for nonequine-related purposes without prior approval of 4 

the legislature. 5 

 Sec. 1-802. From the funds appropriated in part 1 from agriculture equine industry 6

 (7) The unexpended portion of the county fairs, shows, and expositions grants is 8 

considered a work project appropriation in accordance with section 451a of the management 9 

and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.145a. The following apply to the project:  10 

 (a) The purpose of the project is to support building improvements or other capital 11 

improvements at county fairgrounds of the state.  12 

 (b) All grants will be distributed in accordance with this section and the grant 13 

guidelines published prior to the request for proposals.  14 

 (c) The estimated cost of the project is identified in the appropriation line item.  15 

 (d) The tentative completion date for the work project is September 30, 2023.  16 

 (8) The department shall provide a year-end report on the county fairs, shows, and 17 

expositions grants no later than December 1, 2022 to the subcommittees, the fiscal 18 

agencies, and the state budget director that includes a listing of the grantees, award 19 

amounts, match funding, and project outcomes. 20

 Sec. 2-201. Pursuant to section 30 of article IX of the state constitution of 1963, 8 

total state spending from state resources under part 1 for the fiscal year 2022 is 9 

$62,386,800.00 and state spending from state resources to be paid to local units of 10 

government for fiscal year 2022 is $0.00. 11 

 Sec. 2-202. The appropriations authorized under this article are subject to the 12 

management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 18.1594. 13 

 Sec. 2-203. As used in this article: 14 

 (a) "Department" means the department of attorney general. 15 

 (b) "Director" means the director of the department. 16 

 (c) "FTE" means full-time equated. 17 

 (d) "IDG" means interdepartmental grant. 18 

 (e) "DNA" means deoxyribonucleic acid. 19 

 (f) "PFAS" means Polyfluoroalkyl Substances. 20 

 Sec. 2-204. The departments and agencies receiving appropriations in part 1 shall use 21 

the Internet to fulfill the reporting requirements of this article. This requirement shall 22 

include transmission of reports via electronic mail to the recipients identified for each 23 

reporting requirement, or it shall include placement of reports on an Internet or Intranet 24 

site. 25 

 Sec. 2-205. To the extent permissible under MCL 18.1261: 26 

 (a) Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for the purchase of foreign goods 27 

or services, or both, if competitively priced and of comparable quality American goods or 28 

services, or both, are available.  29 

 (b) Preference shall be given to goods or services, or both, manufactured or provided 30 

by Michigan businesses, if they are competitively priced and of comparable quality.

 (3) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 10 

not to exceed $50,000.00 for local contingency funds. These funds are not available for 11 

expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this article under 12 

section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393.

 (4) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 14 

not to exceed $50,000.00 for private contingency funds.

 Sec. 2-211. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall provide to 18 

the department of technology, management and budget information sufficient to maintain a 19 

searchable website accessible by the public at no cost that includes, but is not limited 20 

to, all of the following for each department or agency: 21 

 (a) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by category. 22 

 (b) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by appropriation unit. 23

 Sec. 2-304. The department is responsible for the legal representation for state of 30 

Michigan state employee worker's disability compensation cases. The risk management 31 

revolving fund revenue appropriation in part 1 is to be satisfied by billings from the 32 
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department for the actual costs of legal representation, including salaries and support 1 

costs. 2 

 Sec. 2-305. In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, not more than 3 

$400,000.00 shall be reimbursed per fiscal year for food stamp fraud cases heard by the 4 

third circuit court of Wayne County that were initiated by the department pursuant to the 5 

existing contract between the department of health and human services, the Prosecuting 6 

Attorneys Association of Michigan, and the department. The source of this funding is money 7 

earned by the department under the agreement after the allowance for reimbursement to the 8 

department for costs associated with the prosecution of food stamp fraud cases. It is 9 

recognized that the federal funds are earned by the department for its documented progress 10 

on the prosecution of food stamp fraud cases according to the United States Department of 11 

Agriculture regulations and that, once earned by this state, the funds become state funds. 12 

 Sec. 2-306. Any proceeds from a lawsuit initiated by or settlement agreement entered 13 

into on behalf of this state against a manufacturer of tobacco products by the attorney 14 

general are state funds and are subject to appropriation as provided by law. 15 

 Sec. 2-307. (1) In addition to the antitrust revenues in part 1, antitrust, 16 

securities fraud, consumer protection or class action enforcement revenues, or attorney 17 

fees recovered by the department, not to exceed $250,000.00, are appropriated to the 18 

department for antitrust, securities fraud, and consumer protection or class action 19 

enforcement cases. 20 

 (2) Any unexpended funds from antitrust, securities fraud, or consumer protection or 21 

class action enforcement revenues at the end of the fiscal year, including antitrust funds 22 

in part 1, may be carried forward for expenditure in the following fiscal year up to the 23 

maximum authorization of $250,000.00. 24 

 (3) The attorney general's office shall make available upon request information 25 

detailing the amount of revenue from subsection (1) recovered by the attorney general, 26 

including a description of the source of the revenue and the carryforward amount. 27 

 Sec. 2-308. (1) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is 28 

appropriated up to $1,000,000.00 from litigation expense reimbursements awarded to the 29 

state. 30 

 (2) The funds may be expended for the payment of court judgments, settlements, 31 

arbitration awards or other administrative and litigation decisions, attorney fees, and 32 
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litigation costs, assessed against the office of the governor, the department, the 1 

governor, or the attorney general when acting in an official capacity as the named party in 2 

litigation against the state. The funds may also be expended for the payment of state costs 3 

incurred under section 16 of chapter X of the code of criminal procedure, 1927 PA 175, MCL 4 

770.16. 5 

 (3) Unexpended funds at the end of the fiscal year may be carried forward for 6 

expenditure in the following year, up to a maximum authorization of $250,000.00. 7 

 Sec. 2-309. (1) From the prisoner reimbursement funds appropriated in part 1, the 8 

department may spend up to $552,600.00 on activities related to the state correctional 9 

facility reimbursement act, 1935 PA 253, MCL 800.401 to 800.406. In addition to the funds 10 

appropriated in part 1, if the department collects in excess of $1,131,000.00 in gross 11 

annual prisoner reimbursement receipts provided to the general fund, the excess, up to a 12 

maximum of $1,000,000.00, is appropriated to the department and may be spent on the 13 

representation of the department of corrections and its officers, employees, and agents, 14 

including, but not limited to, the defense of litigation against the state, its 15 

departments, officers, employees, or agents in civil actions filed by prisoners. 16 

 (2) The attorney general's office shall make available upon request information on 17 

the dollar amount of prisoner reimbursements collected from subsection (1) as well as 18 

descriptions of all expenditures made from the reimbursements, including what activities 19 

related to the state correctional facility reimbursement act, 1935 PA 253, MCL 800.401 to 20 

800.406, funds were spent on. 21 

 Sec. 2-310. (1) For the purposes of providing title IV-D child support enforcement 22 

funding, the attorney general shall maintain a cooperative agreement with the department of 23 

health and human services, as the state IV-D agency, for federal IV-D funding to support 24 

the child support enforcement activities within the office of the attorney general. 25 

 (2) The attorney general or his or her designee shall, to the extent allowable under 26 

federal law, have access to any information used by the state to locate parents who fail to 27 

pay court-ordered child support. 28 

 Sec. 2-312. The department shall not receive and expend funds in addition to those 29 

authorized in part 1 for legal services provided specifically to other state departments or 30 

agencies except for costs for expert witnesses, court costs, or other nonsalary litigation 31 

expenses associated with a pending legal action. 32 
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 Sec. 2-313. The department must submit a quarterly report to the house and senate 1 

standing committees on appropriations, the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on 2

 (a) The total amount of revenue deposited into the lawsuit settlement proceeds fund 5 

in the current fiscal year delineated by case.

 (c) Earned settlement proceeds that are anticipated but not yet deposited into the 9 

fund delineated by case.

delineated by case. 12 

 Sec. 2-314. (1) From the lawsuit settlement proceeds fund appropriated in part 1, the 13 

department may spend the funds for the costs of all associated expenses related to the 14 

declaration of emergency due to drinking water contamination up to $2,643,900.00. 15 

 (2) The attorney general's office must submit a quarterly report to the house and 16 

senate standing committees on appropriations, the house and senate appropriations 17 

subcommittees on general government, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state 18 

budget director, detailing how funds in subsection (1) and all other currently and 19 

previously budgeted funds associated with legal costs pertaining to the Flint water 20 

declaration of emergency were expended.

The report shall be 10 

submitted to the state budget office, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the senate 11 

and house of representatives standing committees on appropriations subcommittees on general 12 

government. 13 

 (3) Any funds remaining after the department has met the obligations required under 14 

subsection (1) may be used for the purpose of retesting any previously tested sexual 15 

assault kits across this state using currently available DNA testing. Funds only may be 16 

used for DNA testing on previously tested kits that were not tested for DNA. If there are 17 

remaining untested sexual assault kits on January 31, 2020, funds appropriated in part 1 18 

shall only be used for the testing of those kits. 19 

 Sec. 2-317. (1) The department shall report all legal costs and associated expenses 20 

related to the declaration of emergency due to drinking water contamination, and the 21 

investigations and any resulting prosecutions, for publication in the Flint water 22 

emergency-financial and activities tracking and reporting document that is posted by the 23 

state budget director on the public website, michigan.gov/flintwater. The tracking and 24 

reporting documents shall include the budget line item source for each expenditure. 25 

 (2) At the conclusion of all attorney general investigations related to the 26 

declaration of emergency due to drinking water contamination, all materials related to any 27 

investigations shall be preserved pursuant to applicable document retention policies. 28 

 Sec. 2-319. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the attorney general shall provide 29 

a quarterly report on the wrongful imprisonment compensation fund to the chairpersons of 30 

the appropriations subcommittees on general government, the senate and house fiscal 31 

agencies, and the state budget director.

 (f) Michigan State University investigation. 16 

 (g) PFAS contamination. 17 

 (h) Human trafficking. 18 

 (i) Robocall enforcement. 19 

 (2) For each expenditure required under subsection (1) the report must include the 20 

dollar amount spent by line item appropriation and fund source. 21

Pursuant to section 30 of article IX of the state constitution of 1963, 22 

total state spending from state resources under part 1 for the fiscal year 2022 is 23 

$14,415,800.00 and state spending from state resources to be paid to local units of 24 

government for fiscal year 2022 is $0.00. 25 

 Sec. 3-202. The appropriations authorized under this article are subject to the 26 

management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 18.1594. 27 

 Sec. 3-203. As used in this article: 28 

 (a) "Department" means the department of civil rights. 29 

 (b) "Director" means the director of the department. 30 

 (c) "FTE" means full-time equated. 31 

 (d) "IDG" means interdepartmental grant.32 
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 Sec. 3-204. The departments and agencies receiving appropriations in part 1 shall use 1 

the Internet to fulfill the reporting requirements of this article. This requirement shall 2 

include transmission of reports via electronic mail to the recipients identified for each 3 

reporting requirement, or it shall include placement of reports on an Internet or Intranet 4 

site. 5 

 Sec. 3-205. To the extent permissible under MCL 18.1261: 6 

 (a) Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for the purchase of foreign goods 7 

or services, or both, if competitively priced and of comparable quality American goods or 8 

services, or both, are available.  9 

 (b) Preference shall be given to goods or services, or both, manufactured or provided 10 

by Michigan businesses, if they are competitively priced and of comparable quality. 11 

 (c) In addition, preference should be given to goods or services, or both, that are 12 

manufactured or provided by Michigan businesses owned and operated by veterans, if they are 13 

competitively priced and of comparable quality.

From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall submit a 11 

report by March 1 on the number of employee departures to the senate and house 12 

appropriations subcommittees on corrections, the senate and house committees on oversight, 13 

the senate and house fiscal agencies, the legislative corrections ombudsman, and the state 14 

budget office. The report must include the number of corrections officers that departed 15 

from employment at a state correctional facility in the immediately preceding fiscal year 16 

and the number of years they worked for the department. The report shall include a chart 17 

that shows the normal distribution of employee departures in these positions based on years 18 

of service. Years of service shall be grouped into the following ranges: 1 to 3 years, 3 to 19

From the funds appropriated in part 1 for education/skilled trades/career 19 

readiness programs the department shall maintain an enhanced food technology program that 20 

provides on-the-job training in prison kitchens that will lead to food service training 21 

credentials recognized by the restaurant industry. 22 

 Sec. 4-425. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for offender success 23 

programming, $1,000,000.00 shall be used by the department to establish medication-assisted 24 

treatment offender success pilot programs to provide prerelease treatment and postrelease 25 

referral for opioid-addicted and alcohol-addicted offenders who voluntarily participate in 26 

the medication-assisted treatment offender success pilot programs.

The 22 

department shall ensure that the provider is informed of the inmate's current treatment 23 

plan including any medications that are currently prescribed to the inmate. 24 

 Sec. 4-437. (1) Funds appropriated in part 1 for Goodwill Flip the Script shall be 25 

distributed to a Michigan-chartered 501(c)(3) nonprofit corporation operating in a county 26 

with greater than 1,500,000 people for administration and expansion of a program that 27 

serves a population of individuals aged 16 to 39.

(1) The department shall submit a report detailing the number of 21 

prisoners who have received life imprisonment sentences with the possibility of parole and 22 

who are currently eligible for parole to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees 23 

on corrections, the senate and house fiscal agencies, the legislative corrections 24 

ombudsman, and the state budget office by April 30. 25 

 (2) The report shall include the following information on parolable lifers who have 26 

served more than 25 years: prisoner name, MDOC identification number, prefix, offense for 27 

which life term is being served, county of conviction, age at time offense was committed, 28 

current age, race, gender, true security classification, dates of parole board file 29 

reviews, dates of parole board interviews, parole guideline scores, and reason for decision 30 

not to release. 31 

 Sec. 4-617. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the residential alternative to 32 
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prison program, the department shall provide vocational, educational, and cognitive 1 

programming in a secure environment to enhance existing alternative sentencing options, 2 

increase employment readiness and successful placement rates, and reduce new criminal 3 

behavior for the west Michigan probation violator population. The department shall measure 4 

and set metric goals. 5

HEALTH CARE 7 

 Sec. 4-803. (1) The department shall assure that all prisoners, upon any health care 8 

treatment funded from appropriations in part 1, are given the opportunity to sign a release 9 

of information form designating a family member or other individual to whom the department 10 

shall release records information regarding a prisoner. A release of information form 11 

signed by a prisoner shall remain in effect for 1 year, and the prisoner may elect to 12 

withdraw or amend the release form at any time. 13 

 (2) The department shall assure that any such signed release forms follow a prisoner 14 

upon transfer to another department facility or to the supervision of a parole officer. 15 

 (3) The form shall be placed online, on a public website managed by the department. 16 

 Sec. 4-804. The department shall report annually to the senate and house 17 

appropriations subcommittees on corrections, the senate and house fiscal agencies, the 18 

legislative corrections ombudsman, and the state budget office on prisoner health care 19 

utilization. The report shall include the number of inpatient hospital days, outpatient 20 

visits, emergency room visits, and prisoners receiving off-site inpatient medical care in 21 

the previous quarter, by facility. 22 

 Sec. 4-807. The funds appropriated in part 1 for Hepatitis C treatment shall be used 23 

only to purchase specialty medication for Hepatitis C treatment in the prison population. 24 

In addition to the above appropriation, any rebates received from the medications used 25 

shall be used only to purchase specialty medication for Hepatitis C treatment. On an annual 26 

basis, the department shall issue a report to the senate and house appropriations 27 

subcommittees on corrections, the senate and house fiscal agencies, the legislative 28 

corrections ombudsman, and the state budget office, providing the total amount spent on 29 

specialty medication for the treatment of Hepatitis C, the number of prisoners that were 30 

treated, the amount of any rebates that were received from the purchase of specialty 31 

medication, and what outstanding rebates are expected to be received. 32

 Sec. 4-902. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall notify 3 

the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on corrections, the senate and house 4 

fiscal agencies, the legislative corrections ombudsman, and the state budget office of the 5 

department's plans to eliminate programming for prisoners.

 Sec. 5-204. The departments and agencies receiving appropriations in part 1 shall use 14 

the Internet to fulfill the reporting requirements of this article.

For any planned 29 

implementation of funding increases that have not yet occurred, the department shall 30 

provide an expected implementation date and the reasons for delayed implementation. 31 

 Sec. 8-251. On a quarterly basis, the department shall report to the senate and house 32 
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appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal 1 

agencies, and the state budget office on any line-item appropriation for which the 2 

department estimates total annual expenditures would exceed the funds appropriated for that 3 

line-item appropriation by 5% or more. The department shall provide a detailed explanation 4 

for any relevant line-item appropriation exceedance and shall identify the corrective 5 

actions undertaken to mitigate line-item appropriation expenditures from exceeding the 6 

funds appropriated for that line-item appropriation by a greater amount. This section does 7 

not apply for line-item appropriations that are part of the May revenue estimating 8 

conference caseload and expenditure estimates. 9 

 Sec. 8-252. The appropriations in part 1 for Healthy Michigan plan - behavioral 10 

health, Healthy Michigan plan administration, and Healthy Michigan plan are contingent on 11 

the provisions of the social welfare act, 1939 PA 280, MCL 400.1 to 400.119b, that were 12 

contained in 2013 PA 107 not being amended, repealed, or otherwise altered to eliminate the 13 

Healthy Michigan plan. If that occurs, then, upon the effective date of the amendatory act 14 

that amends, repeals, or otherwise alters those provisions, the remaining funds in the 15 

Healthy Michigan plan - behavioral health, Healthy Michigan plan administration, and 16 

Healthy Michigan plan line items shall only be used to pay previously incurred costs and 17 

any remaining appropriations shall not be allotted to support those line items. 18

 (c) Details on the disposition of the funds recovered such as the appropriation or 11 

revenue account in which the money was deposited. 12 

 (d) A description of the facts involved in the legal action. 13 

 Sec. 8-275. (1) On a quarterly basis, the department, with the approval of the state 14 

budget director, is authorized to realign sources between other federal, TANF, and capped 15 

federal financing authorizations in order to maximize federal revenues. This realignment of 16 

financing shall not produce a gross increase or decrease in the department's total 17 

individual line item authorizations, nor will it produce a net increase or decrease in 18 

total federal revenues, or a net increase in TANF authorization. 19 

 (2) On a quarterly basis the department shall report to the house and senate 20 

appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the house and senate fiscal 21 

agencies, and the house and senate policy offices on the realignment of federal fund 22 

sources transacted to date in the current fiscal year under the authority of subsection 23 

(1), including the dates, line items, and amounts of the transactions. If, at the time a 24 

quarterly report is due, no transactions were made under the authority of this language, 25 

then no report is required to be provided. 26 

 (3) Within 30 days after the date on which year-end book closing is completed, the 27 

department shall submit to the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the 28 

department budget, the house and senate fiscal agencies, and the house and senate policy 29 

offices a report on the realignment of federal fund sources that took place as part of the 30 

year-end closing process for the previous fiscal year. 31 

 Sec. 8-280. By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide a 32 
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report to the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the 1 

house and senate fiscal agencies, the house and senate policy offices, and the state budget 2 

director that provides all of the following for each line item in part 1 containing 3 

personnel-related costs, including the specific individual amounts for salaries and wages, 4 

payroll taxes, and fringe benefits: 5 

 (a) FTE authorization. 6 

 (b) Spending authorization for personnel-related costs, by fund source, under the 7 

spending plan. 8 

 (c) Actual year-to-date expenditures for personnel-related costs, by fund source, 9 

through the end of the prior month. 10 

 (d) The projected year-end balance or shortfall for personnel-related costs, by fund 11 

source, based on actual monthly spending levels through the end of the prior month. 12 

 (e) A specific plan for addressing any projected shortfall for personnel-related 13 

costs at either the gross or fund source level. 14 

 Sec. 8-288. (1) Indirect costs shall be limited to no more than 10% of a grant award 15 

funded solely from state restricted funds or general fund/general purpose funds and 16 

designated in this part or part 1 for a specific entity for the purpose of funding services 17 

to individuals. 18 

 (2) The department may allow a grant award to exceed the limitation on indirect costs 19 

if it can be demonstrated that an exception should be made to the provision in subsection 20 

(1). 21 

 (3) By September 30 of the current fiscal year, the department shall report to the 22 

house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, house and senate 23 

fiscal agencies, and state budget office on the rationale for all exceptions made to the 24 

provision in subsection (1) and the number of grant agreements terminated due to violations 25 

of subsection (1).

By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide to 29 

the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 30 

house fiscal agencies, and the senate and house policy offices an annual report on the 31 

supervisor-to-staff ratio by department divisions and subdivisions. 32 
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 Sec. 8-290. Any public advertisement for public assistance shall also inform the 1 

public of the welfare fraud hotline operated by the department. 2 

 Sec. 8-296. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department to the extent 3 

permissible under MCL 691.1408 is responsible for the necessary and reasonable attorney 4 

fees and costs incurred by private and independent legal counsel chosen by current and 5 

former classified and unclassified department employees in the defense of the employees in 6 

any state or federal lawsuit or investigation related to the water system in a city or 7 

community in which a declaration of emergency was issued because of drinking water 8 

contamination. 9 

 10 

CHILD SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT 11 

 Sec. 8-401. (1) The appropriations in part 1 assume a total federal child support 12 

incentive payment of $26,500,000.00. 13 

 (2) From the federal money received for child support incentive payments, 14 

$12,000,000.00 shall be retained by the state and expended for child support program 15 

expenses. 16 

 (3) From the federal money received for child support incentive payments, 17 

$14,500,000.00 shall be paid to the counties based on each county's performance level for 18 

each of the federal performance measures as established in 45 CFR 305.2. 19 

 (4) If the child support incentive payment to the state from the federal government 20 

is greater than $26,500,000.00, then 100% of the excess shall be retained by the state and 21 

is appropriated until the total retained by the state reaches $15,397,400.00. 22 

 (5) If the child support incentive payment to the state from the federal government 23 

is greater than the amount needed to satisfy the provisions identified in subsections (1), 24 

(2), (3), and (4), the additional funds shall be subject to appropriation by the 25 

legislature. 26 

 (6) If the child support incentive payment to the state from the federal government 27 

is less than $26,500,000.00, then the state and county share shall each be reduced by 50% 28 

of the shortfall. 29 

 Sec. 8-409. (1) If statewide retained child support collections exceed 30 

$38,300,000.00, 75% of the amount in excess of $38,300,000.00 is appropriated to legal 31 

support contracts. This excess appropriation may be distributed to eligible counties to 32 
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supplement and not supplant county title IV-D funding. 1 

 (2) Each county whose retained child support collections in the current fiscal year 2 

exceed its fiscal year 2004-2005 retained child support collections, excluding tax offset 3 

and financial institution data match collections in both the current fiscal year and fiscal 4 

year 2004-2005, shall receive its proportional share of the 75% excess.

subcommittees on the department budget and the house and senate fiscal agencies within 15 14 

days of the authorization adjustment in subsection (1). 15

program, the department shall allocate $525,000.00 of TANF revenue by December 1 of the 19 

current fiscal year to support the Northeast Michigan Community Service Agency programming. 20 

The department shall require the following performance objectives be measured and reported 21 

for the duration of the state funding for the school success partnership program: 22 

 (a) Increasing school attendance and decreasing chronic absenteeism. 23 

 (b) Increasing academic performance based on grades with emphasis on math and 24 

reading. 25 

 (c) Identifying barriers to attendance and success and connecting families with 26 

resources to reduce these barriers. 27 

 (d) Increasing parent involvement with the parent's child's school and community. 28 

 (2) By July 15 of the current fiscal year, the Northeast Michigan Community Service 29 

Agency shall provide reports to the department on the number of children and families 30 

served and the services that were provided to families to meet the performance objectives 31 

identified in this section. The department shall distribute the reports within 1 week after 32 
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receipt to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the 1 

senate and house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget 2 

office. 3 

 Sec. 8-452. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for crime victim justice assistance 4 

grants, the department shall continue to support forensic nurse examiner programs to 5 

facilitate training for improved evidence collection for the prosecution of sexual assault. 6 

The funds shall be used for program coordination and training. 7 

 Sec. 8-453. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for homeless programs, the 8 

department shall allocate funds to the emergency shelter program to support efforts of 9 

shelter providers to move homeless individuals and households into permanent housing as 10 

quickly as possible. Expected outcomes are increased shelter discharges to stable housing 11 

destinations, decreased recidivism rates for shelter clients, and a reduction in the 12 

average length of stay in emergency shelters. 13 

 (2) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall submit to the house 14 

and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the house and senate 15 

fiscal agencies, the house and senate policy offices, and the state budget office a report 16 

on the total amount expended for the program in the previous year, as well as the total 17 

number of shelter nights provided and the average length of stay in an emergency shelter. 18 

 Sec. 8-454. The department shall allocate the full amount of funds appropriated in 19 

part 1 for homeless programs to provide services for homeless individuals and families, 20 

including, but not limited to, third-party contracts for emergency shelter services. 21 

 Sec. 8-455. As a condition of receipt of federal TANF revenue, homeless shelters and 22 

human services agencies shall collaborate with the department to obtain necessary TANF 23 

eligibility information on families as soon as possible after admitting a family to the 24 

homeless shelter. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for homeless programs, the 25 

department is authorized to make allocations of TANF revenue only to the homeless shelters 26 

and human services agencies that report necessary data to the department for the purpose of 27 

meeting TANF eligibility reporting requirements. Homeless shelters or human services 28 

agencies that do not report necessary data to the department for the purpose of meeting 29 

TANF eligibility reporting requirements will not receive reimbursements that exceed the per 30 

diem amount they received in fiscal year 2000. The use of TANF revenue under this section 31 

is not an ongoing commitment of funding. 32 
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 Sec. 8-456. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for homeless programs, the 1 

department shall allocate $90,000.00 to reimburse public service agencies that provide 2 

documentation of paying birth certificate fees on behalf of category 1 homeless clients at 3 

county clerk's offices. Public service agencies shall be reimbursed for the cost of the 4 

birth certificate fees quarterly until this allocation is fully spent. 5 

 Sec. 8-457. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the uniform statewide 6 

sexual assault evidence kit tracking system, in accordance with the final report of the 7 

Michigan sexual assault evidence kit tracking and reporting commission, $800,000.00 is 8 

allocated from the sexual assault evidence tracking fund to contract for the administration 9 

of a uniform statewide sexual assault evidence kit tracking system. The system shall 10 

include the following: 11 

 (a) A uniform statewide system to track the submission and status of sexual assault 12 

evidence kits. 13 

 (b) A uniform statewide system to audit untested kits that were collected on or 14 

before March 1, 2015 and were released by victims to law enforcement. 15 

 (c) Secure electronic access for victims. 16 

 (d) The ability to accommodate concurrent data entry with kit collection through 17 

various mechanisms, including web entry through computer or smartphone, and through 18 

scanning devices. 19 

 (2) By March 30 of the current fiscal year, the department shall submit to the senate 20 

and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house 21 

fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office a status 22 

report on the administration of the uniform statewide sexual assault evidence kit tracking 23 

system, including operational status and any known issues regarding implementation. 24 

 (3) The sexual assault evidence tracking fund established in section 1451 of 2017 PA 25 

158 shall continue to be maintained in the department of treasury. Money in the sexual 26 

assault evidence tracking fund at the close of a fiscal year shall remain in the sexual 27 

assault evidence tracking fund and shall not revert to the general fund and shall be 28 

appropriated as provided by law for the development and implementation of a uniform 29 

statewide sexual assault evidence kit tracking system as described in subsection (1). 30 

 (4) By September 30 of the current fiscal year, the department shall submit to the 31 

senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 32 
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house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office a 1 

report on the findings of the annual audit of the proper submission of sexual assault 2 

evidence kits as required by and in compliance with the sexual assault kit evidence 3 

submission act, 2014 PA 227, MCL 752.931 to 752.935. The report must include, but is not 4 

limited to, a detailed county-by-county compilation of the number of sexual assault 5 

evidence kits that were properly submitted and the number that met or did not meet 6 

deadlines established in the sexual assault kit evidence submission act, 2014 PA 227, MCL 7 

752.931 to 752.935, the number of sexual assault evidence kits retrieved by law enforcement 8 

after analysis, and the physical location of all released sexual assault evidence kits 9 

collected by health care providers in that year, as of the date of the annual draft report 10 

for each reporting agency. 11 

 Sec. 8-458. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for crime victim rights services 12 

grants, the department shall allocate $2,000,000.00 of crime victim's rights fund to 13 

maintain increased grant funding to support the further use of crime victim advocates in 14 

the criminal justice system. The purpose of the additional funding is to increase available 15 

grant funding for crime victim advocates to ensure that the advocates have the resources, 16 

training, and funding needed to respond to the physical and emotional needs of crime 17 

victims and to provide victims with the necessary services, information, and assistance in 18 

order to help them understand and participate in the criminal justice system and experience 19 

a measure of safety and security throughout the legal process. 20 

 Sec. 8-459. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for child advocacy centers, the 21 

department shall allocate $1,000,000.00 to provide additional funding to child advocacy 22 

centers to support the general operations of child advocacy centers. The purpose of this 23 

additional funding is to increase the amount of services provided to children and their 24 

families who are victims of abuse over the amount provided in the previous fiscal year. 25 

None of the additional funding directed in this section shall be used for purposes other 26 

than those described under section 4 of the children's advocacy center act, 2008 PA 544, 27 

MCL 722.1044. 28 

 Sec. 8-461. By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall submit to the 29 

house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the house and 30 

senate fiscal agencies, the house and senate policy offices, and the state budget office a 31 

report on the total amount expended for runaway and homeless youth services programs in the 32 
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previous year, as well as the total number of shelter nights for youth provided. 1 

 Sec. 8-463. The department may, in consultation with the Michigan department of 2 

education, the Michigan domestic and sexual violence prevention and treatment board, and 3 

the Michigan Coalition to End Domestic and Sexual Violence, redraft the curriculum for the 4 

"Growing Up & Staying Healthy" and "Healthy & Responsible Relationships" modules to include 5 

age-appropriate information about the importance of consent, setting and respecting 6 

personal boundaries, and the prevention of child sexual abuse as outlined in MCL 380.1505 7 

and consistent with the recommendations and guidelines set by the task force on the 8 

prevention of sexual abuse of children created under section 12b of the child protection 9 

law, 1975 PA 238, MCL 722.632b, and the prevention of sexual assault and dating violence. 10 

 11 

CHILDREN'S SERVICE AGENCY - CHILD WELFARE 12 

 Sec. 8-501. (1) A goal is established that not more than 25% of all children in 13 

foster care at any given time during the current fiscal year, if in the best interest of 14 

the child, will have been in foster care for 24 months or more. 15 

 (2) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide to the senate 16 

and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house 17 

fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office a report 18 

describing the steps that will be taken to achieve the specific goal established in this 19 

section and on the percentage of children who currently are in foster care and who have 20 

been in foster care a total of 24 or more months. 21 

 Sec. 8-502. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for foster care, the department 22 

shall provide 50% reimbursement to Indian tribal governments for foster care expenditures 23 

for children who are under the jurisdiction of Indian tribal courts and who are not 24 

otherwise eligible for federal foster care cost sharing. The department may provide up to 25 

100% reimbursement to Indian tribes that enter into a State-tribal Title IV-E agreement 26 

allowed under Michigan's Title IV-E State Plan. 27 

 Sec. 8-503. (1) In accordance with the final report of the Michigan child welfare 28 

performance-based funding task force issued in response to section 503 of article X of 2013 29 

PA 59, the department shall continue to review, update, or develop an actuarially sound 30 

global capitated payment model for child welfare foster care case management services that 31 

achieve permanency by the department and private child placing agencies in a prospective 32 
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payment system under a performance-based funding model. 1 

 (2) In accordance with the final report of the Michigan child welfare performance-2 

based funding task force issued in response to section 503 of article X of 2013 PA 59, the 3 

department shall continue an independent, third-party evaluation of the performance-based 4 

funding model. 5 

 (3) The department shall only implement the performance-based funding model into 6 

additional counties where the department, private child welfare agencies, the county, and 7 

the court operating within that county have signed a memorandum of understanding that 8 

incorporates the intentions of the concerned parties in order to implement the performance-9 

based funding model. 10 

 (4) The department, in conjunction with members from both the house of 11 

representatives and senate, private child placing agencies, the courts, and counties shall 12 

continue to implement the recommendations that are described in the workgroup report that 13 

was provided in section 503 of article X of 2013 PA 59 to establish a performance-based 14 

funding model pilot for public and private child welfare services providers. The department 15 

shall provide quarterly reports on the status of the performance-based contracting model to 16 

the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 17 

house standing committees on families and human services, and the senate and house fiscal 18 

agencies and policy offices. 19 

 (5) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the performance-based funding model 20 

pilot, the department shall continue to work with the West Michigan Partnership for 21 

Children Consortium on the implementation of the performance-based funding model pilot. The 22 

consortium shall accept and comprehensively assess referred youth, assign cases to members 23 

of its continuum or leverage services from other entities, and make appropriate case 24 

management decisions during the duration of a case. The consortium shall operate an 25 

integrated continuum of care structure, with services provided by both private and public 26 

agencies, based on individual case needs. The consortium shall demonstrate significant 27 

organizational capacity and competencies, including experience with managing risk-based 28 

contracts, financial strength, experienced staff and leadership, and appropriate governance 29 

structure. 30 

 Sec. 8-504. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall continue 31 

the master agreement with the West Michigan Partnership for Children Consortium for the 32 
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fifth year of the planned 5-year agreement to pilot a performance-based child welfare 1 

contracting pilot program. The consortium shall consist of a network of affiliated child 2 

welfare service providers that will accept and comprehensively assess referred youth, 3 

assign cases to members of its continuum or leverage services from other entities, and make 4 

appropriate case management decisions during the duration of a case. 5 

 (2) As a condition for receiving the funding in part 1, the West Michigan Partnership 6 

of Children Consortium shall maintain a contract agreement with the department that 7 

supports a global capitated payment model. The capitated payment amount shall be based on 8 

historical averages of the number of children served in Kent County and for the costs per 9 

foster care case. The West Michigan Partnership for Children Consortium is required to 10 

manage the cost of the child population it serves. The capitated payment amount shall be 11 

reviewed and adjusted no less than twice during the current fiscal year or due to any 12 

policy changes implemented by the department that result in a volume of placements that 13 

differ in a statistically significant manner from the amount allocated in the annual 14 

contract between the department and the West Michigan Partnership for Children as 15 

determined by an independent actuary as well as to account for changes in case volumes and 16 

any statewide rate increases that are implemented. The contract agreement requires that the 17 

West Michigan Partnership for Children Consortium shall maintain the following stipulations 18 

and conditions: 19 

 (a) That the service component of the capitated payment will be calculated assuming 20 

rates paid to providers under the pilot program are generally consistent with the 21 

department's payment policies for providers throughout the rest of this state. 22 

 (b) To maintain a risk reserve of at least $1,500,000.00 to ensure it can meet 23 

unanticipated expenses within a given fiscal year. 24 

 (c) That until the risk reserve is established, the West Michigan Partnership for 25 

Children Consortium shall submit to the department a plan for how they will manage expenses 26 

to fit within their capitated payment revenue. The department shall review and approve any 27 

new investments in provider payments above statewide rates and norms to ensure they are 28 

supported by offsetting savings so that costs remain within available revenue. 29 

 (d) To cooperate with the department on an independent fiscal analysis of costs 30 

incurred and revenues received during the course of the pilot program to date. 31 

 (3) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the consortium shall provide to the 32

The department's ability to satisfy appropriation deducts in part 1 for 12 

foster care private collections shall not be limited to collections and accruals pertaining 13 

to services provided only in the current fiscal year but may include revenues collected 14 

during the current fiscal year for services provided in prior fiscal years. 15 

 Sec. 8-508. (1) In addition to the amount appropriated in part 1 for children's trust 16 

fund grants, money granted or money received as gifts or donations to the children's trust 17 

fund created by 1982 PA 249, MCL 21.171 to 21.172, is appropriated for expenditure. 18 

 (2) For the funds described in subsection (1), the department shall ensure that 19 

administrative delays are avoided and the local grant recipients and direct service 20 

providers receive money in an expeditious manner. The department and board shall make 21 

available the children's trust fund contract funds to grantees within 31 days of the start 22 

date of the funded project.

The goal of the program is that at 28 

least 85% of children shall have an initial medical and mental health examination within 30 29 

days after entry into foster care.

 Sec. 8-512. By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall report to the 31 

senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 32 
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house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office on 1 

the following information for cases of child abuse or child neglect from the previous 2 

fiscal year: 3 

 (a) The total number of relative care placements. 4 

 (b) The total number of relatives with a placement who became licensed. 5 

 (c) A list of the reasons from a sample of cases where relatives were denied foster 6 

home licensure as documented by the department. 7 

 Sec. 8-513. (1) The department shall not expend funds appropriated in part 1 to pay 8 

for the direct placement by the department of a child in an out-of-state facility unless 9 

all of the following conditions are met: 10 

 (a) There is no appropriate placement available in this state as determined by the 11 

department interstate compact office. 12 

 (b) An out-of-state placement exists that is nearer to the child's home than the 13 

closest appropriate in-state placement as determined by the department interstate compact 14 

office. 15 

 (c) The out-of-state facility meets all of the licensing standards of this state for 16 

a comparable facility. 17 

 (d) The out-of-state facility meets all of the applicable licensing standards of the 18 

state in which it is located. 19 

 (e) The department has done an on-site visit to the out-of-state facility, reviewed 20 

the facility records, reviewed licensing records and reports on the facility, and believes 21 

that the facility is an appropriate placement for the child. 22 

 (2) The department shall not expend money for a child placed in an out-of-state 23 

facility without approval of the executive director of the children's services agency. 24 

 (3) The department shall submit an annual report by March 1 of the current fiscal 25 

year to the state court administrative office, the house and senate appropriations 26 

subcommittees on the department budget, the house and senate fiscal agencies, the house and 27 

senate policy offices, and the state budget office on the number of Michigan children 28 

residing in out-of-state facilities in the previous fiscal year and shall include the total 29 

cost and average per diem cost of these out-of-state placements to this state, and a list 30 

of each such placement arranged by the Michigan county of residence for each child. 31 

 Sec. 8-514. The department shall make a comprehensive report concerning children's 32 
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protective services (CPS) to the legislature, including the senate and house policy offices 1 

and the state budget director, by March 1 of the current fiscal year, that shall include 2 

all of the following: 3 

 (a) Statistical information including, but not limited to, all of the following: 4 

 (i) The total number of reports of child abuse or child neglect investigated under 5 

the child protection law, 1975 PA 238, MCL 722.621 to 722.638, and the number of cases 6 

classified under category I or category II and the number of cases classified under 7 

category III, category IV, or category V. 8

 (a) A recipient of supplemental security income, social security, or medical 9 

assistance due to disability or 65 years of age or older. 10 

 (b) A person with a physical or mental impairment that meets federal supplemental 11 

security income disability standards, except that the minimum duration of the disability 12 

shall be 90 days. Substance use disorder alone is not defined as a basis for eligibility. 13 

 (c) A resident of an adult foster care facility, a home for the aged, a county 14 

infirmary, or a substance use disorder treatment center. 15 

 (d) A person receiving 30-day postresidential substance use disorder treatment. 16 

 (e) A person diagnosed as having acquired immunodeficiency syndrome. 17 

 (f) A person receiving special education services through the local intermediate 18 

school district. 19 

 (g) A caretaker of a disabled person who meets the requirements specified in 20 

subdivision (a), (b), (e), or (f). 21 

 (2) Applicants for and recipients of the state disability assistance program shall be 22 

considered needy if they: 23 

 (a) Meet the same asset test as is applied for the family independence program. 24 

 (b) Have a monthly budgetable income that is less than the payment standards. 25 

 (3) Except for a person described in subsection (1)(c) or (d), a person is not 26 

disabled for purposes of this section if his or her drug addiction or alcoholism is a 27 

contributing factor material to the determination of disability. "Material to the 28 

determination of disability" means that, if the person stopped using drugs or alcohol, his 29 

or her remaining physical or mental limitations would not be disabling. If his or her 30 

remaining physical or mental limitations would be disabling, then the drug addiction or 31 

alcoholism is not material to the determination of disability and the person may receive 32 
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state disability assistance. Such a person must actively participate in a substance abuse 1 

treatment program, and the assistance must be paid to a third party or through vendor 2 

payments. For purposes of this section, substance abuse treatment includes receipt of 3 

inpatient or outpatient services or participation in alcoholics anonymous or a similar 4 

program. 5 

 Sec. 8-605. The level of reimbursement provided to state disability assistance 6 

recipients in licensed adult foster care facilities shall be the same as the prevailing 7 

supplemental security income rate under the personal care category. 8 

 Sec. 8-606. County department offices shall require each recipient of family 9 

independence program and state disability assistance who has applied with the social 10 

security administration for supplemental security income to sign a contract to repay any 11 

assistance rendered through the family independence program or state disability assistance 12 

program upon receipt of retroactive supplemental security income benefits.

relief, a group is considered to have sufficient income to meet ongoing housing expenses if 8 

their total housing obligation does not exceed 75% of their total net income. 9 

 (3) State emergency relief payments shall not be made to individuals who have been 10 

found guilty of fraud in regard to obtaining public assistance. 11 

 (4) State emergency relief payments shall not be made available to persons who are 12 

out-of-state residents or illegal immigrants. 13 

 (5) State emergency relief payments for rent assistance shall be distributed directly 14 

to landlords and shall not be added to Michigan bridge cards. 15 

 Sec. 8-611. The state supplementation level under the supplemental security income 16 

program for the living independently or living in the household of another categories shall 17 

not exceed the minimum state supplementation level as required under federal law or 18 

regulations.

 Sec. 8-613. (1) The department shall provide reimbursements for the final disposition 20 

of indigent persons. The reimbursements shall include the following: 21

 (d) The infant burial allowance is $210.00. 25 

 (2) Reimbursement for a cremation permit fee of up to $75.00 and for mileage at the 26 

standard rate will be made available for an eligible cremation. The reimbursements under 27 

this section shall take into consideration religious preferences that prohibit cremation. 28 

 Sec. 8-614. The department shall report to the senate and house of representatives 29 

appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal 30 

agencies, and the senate and house policy offices by January 15 of the current fiscal year 31 

on the number and percentage of state disability assistance recipients who were determined 32 
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to be eligible for federal supplemental security income benefits in the previous fiscal 1 

year. 2 

 Sec. 8-615. Except as required by federal law or regulations, funds appropriated in 3 

part 1 shall not be used to provide public assistance to a person who is not a United 4 

States citizen, permanent resident alien, or refugee. This section shall not prohibit the 5 

department from entering into contracts with food banks, emergency shelter providers, or 6 

other human services agencies who may, as a normal part of doing business, provide food or 7 

emergency shelter. 8 

 Sec. 8-616. The department shall require retailers that participate in the electronic 9 

benefits transfer program to charge no more than $2.50 in fees for cash back as a condition 10 

of participation. 11 

 Sec. 8-618. By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall report to the 12 

senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 13 

house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office the 14 

quarterly number of supervised individuals who have absconded from supervision and whom a 15 

law enforcement agency, the department of corrections, or the department is actively 16 

seeking according to section 84 of the corrections code of 1953, 1953 PA 232, MCL 791.284. 17 

 Sec. 8-619. The department shall not deny title IV-A assistance and food assistance 18 

benefits under 21 USC 862a to any individual who has been convicted of a felony that 19 

included the possession, use, or distribution of a controlled substance, for which the act 20 

that resulted in the conviction occurred after August 22, 1996, if the individual is not in 21 

violation of his or her probation or parole requirements. 22 

 Sec. 8-620. (1) The department shall make a determination of Medicaid eligibility not 23 

later than 90 days if disability is an eligibility factor. For all other Medicaid 24 

applicants, including patients of a nursing home, the department shall make a determination 25 

of Medicaid eligibility within 45 days of application. 26 

 (2) The department shall provide semiannual reports to the senate and house 27 

appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house standing 28 

committees on families and human services, the senate and house fiscal agencies, the senate 29 

and house policy offices, and the state budget office on the average Medicaid eligibility 30 

standard of promptness for each of the required standards of promptness under subsection 31 

(1) and for medical review team reviews achieved statewide and at each local office. 32 
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 Sec. 8-645. An individual or family is considered homeless, for purposes of 1 

eligibility for state emergency relief, if living temporarily with others in order to 2 

escape domestic violence. For purposes of this section, domestic violence is defined and 3 

verified in the same manner as in the department's policies on good cause for not 4 

cooperating with child support and paternity requirements. 5 

 Sec. 8-653. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for food assistance program 6 

benefits, an individual who is the victim of domestic violence and does not qualify for any 7 

other exemption may be exempt from the 3-month in 36-month limit on receiving food 8 

assistance under 7 USC 2015. This exemption can be extended an additional 3 months upon 9 

demonstration of continuing need. 10

(1) The department shall establish a state goal for the percentage of 25 

family independence program cases involved in employment activities. The percentage 26 

established shall not be less than 50%. The goal for long-term employment shall be 15% of 27 

cases for 6 months or more. 28 

 (2) The department shall provide semiannual reports to the senate and house 29 

appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal agencies 30 

and policy offices, and the state budget director on the number of cases referred to 31 

Partnership. Accountability. Training. Hope. (PATH), the current percentage of family 32 
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independence program cases involved in PATH employment activities, an estimate of the 1 

current percentage of family independence program cases that meet federal work 2 

participation requirements on the whole, and an estimate of the current percentage of the 3 

family independence program cases that meet federal work participation requirements for 4 

those cases referred to PATH. 5 

 (3) The department shall submit to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees 6 

on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy 7 

offices, and the state budget office semiannual reports that include all of the following: 8 

 (a) The number and percentage of nonexempt family independence program recipients who 9 

are employed. 10 

 (b) The average and range of wages of employed family independence program 11 

recipients. 12 

 (c) The number and percentage of employed family independence program recipients who 13 

remain employed for 6 months or more. 14 

 Sec. 8-686. (1) The department shall confirm that individuals presenting personal 15 

identification issued by another state seeking assistance through the family independence 16 

program, food assistance program, state disability assistance program, or medical 17 

assistance program are not receiving benefits from any other state. 18 

 (2) The department shall confirm the address provided by any individual seeking 19 

family independence program benefits or state disability assistance benefits. 20 

 (3) The department shall prohibit individuals with property assets assessed at a 21 

value higher than $200,000.00 from accessing assistance through department-administered 22 

programs, unless such a prohibition would violate federal rules and guidelines. 23 

 Sec. 8-687. (1) The department shall, in quarterly reports, compile and make 24 

available on its website all of the following information about the family independence 25 

program, state disability assistance, the food assistance program, Medicaid, and state 26 

emergency relief: 27 

 (a) The number of applications received. 28 

 (b) The number of applications approved. 29 

 (c) The number of applications denied. 30 

 (d) The number of applications pending and neither approved nor denied. 31

From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the low-income home energy 18 

assistance program, the department shall make an additional $20.01 payment to each food 19 

assistance program case that is not currently eligible for the standard utility allowance 20 

to enable each case to receive expanded food assistance benefits through the program 21 

commonly known as the heat and eat program. 22

CHILDREN'S SERVICES AGENCY - JUVENILE JUSTICE 24 

 Sec. 8-701. Unless required from changes to federal or state law or at the request of 25 

a provider, the department shall not alter the terms of any signed contract with a private 26 

residential facility serving children under state or court supervision without written 27 

consent from a representative of the private residential facility. 28

FIELD OPERATIONS AND SUPPORT SERVICES 31 

 Sec. 8-801. (1) The department shall report quarterly on the most recent food 32 
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assistance program error rate derived from the active cases, reported to the United States 1 

Department of Agriculture - Food and Nutrition Services for the supplemental nutrition 2 

assistance program, to the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department 3 

budget, the house and senate fiscal agencies, the house and senate policy offices, and the 4 

state budget office. 5 

 (2) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall report on the 6 

progress of the corrective action taken utilizing the funds appropriated for food 7 

assistance reinvestment in lowering the food assistance program error rate and improving 8 

program payment accuracy. 9 

 Sec. 8-802. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for field staff travel, the 10 

department shall allocate up to $100,000.00 toward reimbursing local county board members 11 

and county department directors for out-of-pocket travel costs to attend 1 meeting per year 12 

of the Michigan County Social Services Association. 13 

 Sec. 8-807. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for Elder Law of Michigan MiCAFE 14 

contract, the department shall allocate not less than $350,000.00 to the Elder Law of 15 

Michigan MiCAFE to assist this state's elderly population in participating in the food 16 

assistance program. Of the $350,000.00 allocated under this section, the department shall 17 

use $175,000.00, which are general fund/general purpose funds, as state matching funds for 18 

not less than $175,000.00 in United States Department of Agriculture funding to provide 19 

outreach program activities, such as eligibility screening and information services, as 20 

part of a statewide food assistance hotline. 21 

 Sec. 8-808. By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide a 22 

report to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the 23 

senate and house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget 24 

office on the nutrition education program. The report shall include requirements made by 25 

the agriculture improvement act of 2018, Public Law 115-334, such as how the department 26 

shall use an electronic reporting system to evaluate projects and an accounting of 27 

allowable state agency administrative costs. The report shall also include documentation of 28 

the steps the department shall take to ensure that projects and subgrantee programs are 29 

evidence-based, appropriated for, and meet the criteria for eligible individuals as defined 30 

in section 2036a(a) of the food and nutrition act, 7 USC 2036, and quantitative evidence 31 

that the programs contribute to a reduction in obesity or an increase in the consumption of 32 
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healthy foods. Additionally, the report shall include planned allocation and actual 1 

expenditures for the supplemental nutrition assistance program education funding, planned 2 

and actual grant amounts for the supplemental nutrition assistance program education 3 

funding, the total amount of expected carryforward balance at the end of the current fiscal 4 

year for the supplemental nutrition assistance program education funding and for each 5 

subgrantee program, a list of all supplemental nutrition assistance program education 6 

funding programs by implementing agency, and the stated purpose of each of the programs and 7 

each of the subgrantee programs. 8 

 Sec. 8-809. (1) The purpose of the pathways to potential program is to increase 9 

graduation rate and decrease the number of students who repeat grades for schools that are 10 

current or future participants in the pathways to potential program. Before any deployment 11 

of resources into a participant school, the department and the participant school shall 12 

establish performance objectives for each participant school based on a 2-year baseline 13 

prior to pathways to potential being established in the participant school and shall 14 

evaluate the progress made in the above categories from the established baseline. By March 15 

1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide to the senate and house 16 

appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal 17 

agencies, and the senate and house policy offices a report listing all participant schools, 18 

the number of staff assigned to each school by participant school, and the percentage of 19 

participating schools that achieved improved performance in each of the 2 outcomes listed 20 

above compared to the previous year, by each individual outcome.

 (2) As used in this section, "baseline" means the initial set of data from the center 29 

for educational performance and information in the department of technology, management, 30 

and budget of the 2 measured outcomes as described in subsection (1). 31 

 Sec. 8-825. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall provide 32 
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individuals not more than $500.00 for vehicle repairs, including any repairs done in the 1 

previous 12 months. However, the department may in its discretion pay for repairs up to 2 

$900.00. Payments under this section shall include the combined total of payments made by 3 

the department and work participation program. 4 

 (2) By November 30 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide to the 5 

senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 6 

house fiscal agencies, and the senate and house policy offices a report detailing the total 7 

number of payments for repairs, the number of payments for repairs that exceeded $500.00, 8 

the number of payments for repairs that cost exactly $500.00, and the number of payments 9 

for repairs that cost exactly $900.00 in the previous fiscal year. 10 

 Sec. 8-850. (1) The department shall maintain out-stationed eligibility specialists 11 

in community-based organizations, community mental health agencies, nursing homes, adult 12 

placement and independent living settings, federally qualified health centers, and 13 

hospitals unless a community-based organization, community mental health agency, nursing 14 

home, adult placement and independent living setting, federally qualified health centers, 15 

or hospital requests that the program be discontinued at its facility. 16 

 (2) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for donated funds positions, the department 17 

shall enter into contracts with agencies that are able and eligible under federal law to 18 

provide the required matching funds for federal funding, as determined by federal statute 19 

and regulations.

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 (6) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall submit a report to 1 

the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 2 

house fiscal agencies and policy offices, and the state budget office detailing information 3 

on the donated funds positions, including the total number of occupied positions, the total 4 

private contribution of the positions, and the total cost to the state for any nonsalary 5 

expenditure for the donated funds position employees. 6 

 Sec. 8-851. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for adult services field staff, 7 

the department shall seek to reduce the number of older adults who are victims of crime and 8 

fraud by increasing the standard of promptness in every county, as measured by commencing 9 

an investigation within 24 hours after a report is made to the department, establishing 10 

face-to-face contact with the client within 72 hours after a report is made to the 11 

department, and completing the investigation within 30 days after a report is made to the 12 

department. 13 

 (2) The department shall report no later than March 1 of the current fiscal year to 14 

the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the house and 15 

senate fiscal agencies, and the house and senate policy offices on the services provided to 16 

older adults who were victims of crime or fraud in the previous fiscal year. The report 17 

shall include, but is not limited to, the following by county: the percentage of 18 

investigations commenced within 24 hours after a report is made to the department, the 19 

number of face-to-face contacts established with the client within 72 hours after a report 20 

is made to the department, the number of investigations completed within 30 days after a 21 

report is made to the department, and the total number of older adults that were victims of 22 

crime or fraud in the previous fiscal year and were provided services by the department as 23 

a result of being victims of crime or fraud. 24

 Sec. 8-1000. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department of health and 32 
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human services shall provide sufficient funding to increase the wages paid to direct care 1 

workers described in subsection (2) by $2.00 per hour above the rates paid on March 1, 2020 2 

for the current fiscal year.  3 

 (2) The direct care wage increase shall be provided to direct care workers employed 4 

by the department of health and human services, its contractors, and its subcontractors who 5 

received a $2.00 per hour state-funded wage increase beginning in April 2020. The total 6 

combined direct care wage increases from the April 2020 direct care wage increase and the 7 

wage increase outlined in this section shall be $2.00 per hour and shall be in effect for 8 

the current fiscal year. 9 

 (3) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department of health and human 10 

services shall provide sufficient funding to increase the wages paid to direct care workers 11 

described in subsections (4) and (5) by $2.00 per hour above the rates paid on June 1, 2020 12 

for the current fiscal year.  13 

 (4) A direct care wage increase of $2.00 per hour shall be provided to direct care 14 

workers employed by skilled nursing facilities for the current fiscal year. This funding 15 

shall include all costs incurred by the employer, including payroll taxes, due to the $2.00 16 

per hour increase. As used in this subsection, "direct care workers" means a registered 17 

nurse, licensed practical nurse, competency-evaluated nursing assistant, and respiratory 18 

therapist.  19 

 (5) A direct care wage increase of $2.00 per hour shall be provided to direct care 20 

workers employed by area agencies on aging and its contractors for in-home and respite 21 

services for the current fiscal year. This funding shall include all costs incurred by the 22 

employer, including payroll taxes, due to the $2.00 per hour increase.  23 

 (6) Contractors and subcontractors receiving funding to support these direct care 24 

wage increases shall be required to provide documentation of the wage increases provided 25 

pursuant to this section to the department of health and human services.  26 

 (7) Any payment enhancement above the hourly rate in effect immediately prior to the 27 

wage increase shall be of no effect in determining any employee's average compensation as 28 

provided by any contract or other provision of law.  29 

 (8) A direct care worker may elect to not receive the wage increase provided in this 30 

section. The election to not receive the wage increase in this section must be made either 31 

in writing or electronically. The employer of a direct care worker who has elected to not 32 
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receive the wage increase in this section must remit back to the state any of the funds 1 

authorized by this section based on the number of direct care workers it employs who have 2 

elected to not receive the wage increase authorized by this section. 3 

 Sec. 8-1001. By December 31 of the current fiscal year, each CMHSP shall submit a 4 

report to the department that identifies populations being served by the CMHSP broken down 5 

by program eligibility category. The report shall also include the percentage of the 6 

operational budget that is related to program eligibility enrollment. By February 15 of the 7 

current fiscal year, the department shall submit the report described in this section to 8 

the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and 9 

house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the state budget office. 10 

 Sec. 8-1003. The department shall notify the Community Mental Health Association of 11 

Michigan when developing policies and procedures that will impact PIHPs or CMHSPs. 12 

 Sec. 8-1004. The department shall provide the senate and house appropriations 13 

subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state 14 

budget office any rebased formula changes to either Medicaid behavioral health services or 15 

non-Medicaid mental health services before implementation. The notification shall include a 16 

table showing the changes in funding allocation by PIHP for Medicaid behavioral health 17 

services or by CMHSP for non-Medicaid mental health services. 18 

 Sec. 8-1008. PIHPs and CMHSPs shall do all of the following: 19 

 (a) Work to reduce administration costs by ensuring that PIHP and CMHSP responsible 20 

functions are efficient in allowing optimal transition of dollars to those direct services 21 

considered most effective in assisting individuals served. Any consolidation of 22 

administrative functions must demonstrate, by independent analysis, a reduction in dollars 23 

spent on administration resulting in greater dollars spent on direct services. Savings 24 

resulting from increased efficiencies shall not be applied to PIHP and CMHSP net assets, 25 

internal service fund increases, building costs, increases in the number of PIHP and CMHSP 26 

personnel, or other areas not directly related to the delivery of improved services. 27 

 (b) Take an active role in managing mental health care by ensuring consistent and 28 

high-quality service delivery throughout its network and promote a conflict-free care 29 

management environment. 30 

 (c) Ensure that direct service rate variances are related to the level of need or 31 

other quantifiable measures to ensure that the most money possible reaches direct services. 32 
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 (d) Whenever possible, promote fair and adequate direct care reimbursement, including 1 

fair wages for direct service workers. 2 

 Sec. 8-1009. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for Medicaid mental health 3 

services and Healthy Michigan plan - behavioral health, the department shall continue the 4 

$2.00 hourly wage increase for direct care workers as implemented in the previous fiscal 5 

year. Funds provided in this section must be utilized by a PIHP to maintain the wage 6 

increase for direct care worker wages, for the employer's share of federal insurance 7 

contributions act costs, purchasing worker's compensation insurance, or the employer's 8 

share of unemployment costs. 9 

 (2) Each PIHP shall report to the department by February 1 of the current fiscal year 10 

the range of wages paid to direct care workers, including information on the number of 11 

direct care workers at each wage level. 12 

 (3) The department shall report the information required to be reported according to 13 

subsection (2) to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department 14 

budget, the senate and house fiscal agencies, the senate and house policy offices, and the 15 

state budget office by March 1 of the current fiscal year. 16 

 Sec. 8-1010. The funds appropriated in part 1 for behavioral health community 17 

supports and services must be used to expand assertive community treatment (ACT), forensic 18 

assertive community treatment (FACT), and supportive housing and residential programs for 19 

the purpose of reducing waiting lists at state-operated hospitals and centers through cost-20 

effective community-based services. 21 

 Sec. 8-1014. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 to agencies providing physical 22 

and behavioral health services to multicultural populations, the department shall award 23 

grants in accordance with the requirements of subsection (2). The state is not liable for 24 

any spending above the contract amount. Funds shall not be released until reporting 25 

requirements under section 295 of 2020 PA 166 are satisfied. 26 

 (2) The department shall require each contractor described in subsection (1) that 27 

receives greater than $1,000,000.00 in state grant funding to comply with performance-28 

related metrics to maintain their eligibility for funding. The organizational metrics shall 29 

include, but not be limited to, all of the following: 30 

 (a) Each contractor or subcontractor shall have accreditations that attest to their 31 

competency and effectiveness as behavioral health and social service agencies. 32 
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 (b) Each contractor or subcontractor shall have a mission that is consistent with the 1 

purpose of the multicultural agency. 2 

 (c) Each contractor shall validate that any subcontractors utilized within these 3 

appropriations share the same mission as the lead agency receiving funding. 4 

 (d) Each contractor or subcontractor shall demonstrate cost-effectiveness. 5 

 (e) Each contractor or subcontractor shall ensure their ability to leverage private 6 

dollars to strengthen and maximize service provision. 7 

 (f) Each contractor or subcontractor shall provide timely and accurate reports 8 

regarding the number of clients served, units of service provision, and ability to meet 9 

their stated goals. 10 

 (3) The department shall require an annual report from the contractors described in 11 

subsection (2). The annual report, due 60 days following the end of the contract period, 12 

shall include specific information on services and programs provided, the client base to 13 

which the services and programs were provided, information on any wraparound services 14 

provided, and the expenditures for those services. The department shall provide the annual 15 

reports to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on health and human services, 16 

the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget office. 17 

 18 

STATE PSYCHIATRIC HOSPITALS AND FORENSIC MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES 19 

 Sec. 8-1051. The department shall continue a revenue recapture project to generate 20 

additional revenues from third parties related to cases that have been closed or are 21 

inactive. A portion of revenues collected through project efforts may be used for 22 

departmental costs and contractual fees associated with these retroactive collections and 23 

to improve ongoing departmental reimbursement management functions. 24 

 Sec. 8-1052. The purpose of gifts and bequests for patient living and treatment 25 

environments is to use additional private funds to provide specific enhancements for 26 

individuals residing at state-operated facilities. Use of the gifts and bequests shall be 27 

consistent with the stipulation of the donor. The expected completion date for the use of 28 

gifts and bequests donations is within 3 years unless otherwise stipulated by the donor. 29 

 Sec. 8-1055. (1) The department shall not implement any closures or consolidations of 30 

state hospitals, centers, or agencies until CMHSPs or PIHPs have programs and services in 31 

place for those individuals currently in those facilities and a plan for service provision 32 
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for those individuals who would have been admitted to those facilities. 1 

 (2) All closures or consolidations are dependent upon adequate department-approved 2 

CMHSP and PIHP plans that include a discharge and aftercare plan for each individual 3 

currently in the facility. A discharge and aftercare plan shall address the individual's 4 

housing needs. A homeless shelter or similar temporary shelter arrangements are inadequate 5 

to meet the individual's housing needs. 6 

 (3) Four months after the certification of closure required in section 19(6) of the 7 

state employees' retirement act, 1943 PA 240, MCL 38.19, the department shall provide a 8 

closure plan to the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget 9 

and the state budget director. 10 

 (4) Upon the closure of state-run operations and after transitional costs have been 11 

paid, the remaining balances of funds appropriated for that operation shall be transferred 12 

to CMHSPs or PIHPs responsible for providing services for individuals previously served by 13 

the operations. 14

 (2) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall report to the house 13 

and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the house and senate 14 

fiscal agencies, the house and senate policy offices, and the state budget office on the 15 

outcomes and performance measures in subsection (1). 16 

 Sec. 8-1060. By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide a 17 

report on mandatory overtime, staff turnover, and staff retention at the state psychiatric 18 

hospitals and centers to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the 19 

department budget, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget office. The 20 

report shall include, but is not limited to, the following: 21 

 (a) The number of direct care and clinical staff positions that are currently vacant 22 

by hospital, and how that compares to the number of vacancies during the previous fiscal 23 

year. 24

Capital outlay funding shall be utilized for planning and construction of a new or updated 32 
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facility at the current location instead of at a new location. 1 

 Sec. 8-1063. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for Hawthorn Center-2 

Psychiatric Hospital-Children and Adolescents, the department shall maintain a psychiatric 3 

transitional unit and children's transition support team. These services will augment the 4 

continuum of behavioral health services for high-need youth and provide additional 5 

continuity of care and transition into supportive community-based services. 6

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Service, tribal health program facilities, or Urban Indian Health Program facilities that 1 

provide services under a contract with a Medicaid managed care entity to ensure that those 2 

facilities receive the maximum amount allowable under federal law for Medicaid services. 3 

 Sec. 8-1146. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for bone marrow donor and blood 4 

bank programs, $250,000.00 shall be allocated to Versiti Blood Center, the partner of the 5 

match registry of the national marrow donor program. The funds shall be used to offset 6 

ongoing tissue typing expenses associated with donor recruitment and collection services 7 

and to expand those services to better serve the citizens of this state. 8 

 Sec. 8-1147. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for bone marrow donor and blood 9 

bank programs, $500,000.00 shall be allocated to Versiti Blood Center for a cord blood 10 

bank.

 Sec. 8-1180. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for epidemiology administration 4 

and for childhood lead program, the department shall maintain a public health drinking 5 

water unit and maintain enhanced efforts to monitor child blood lead levels. The public 6 

health drinking water unit shall ensure that appropriate investigations of potential health 7 

hazards occur for all community and noncommunity drinking water supplies where chemical 8 

exceedances of action levels, health advisory levels, or maximum contaminant limits are 9 

identified. The goals of the childhood lead program shall include improving the 10 

identification of affected children, the timeliness of case follow-up, and attainment of 11 

nurse care management for children with lead exposure, and to achieve a long-term reduction 12 

in the percentage of children in this state with elevated blood lead levels. 13 

 Sec. 8-1181. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for epidemiology administration, 14 

the department shall maintain a vapor intrusion response unit. The vapor intrusion response 15 

unit shall assess risks to public health at vapor intrusion sites and respond to vapor 16 

intrusion risks where appropriate. The goals of the vapor intrusion response unit shall 17 

include reducing the number of residents of this state exposed to toxic substances through 18 

vapor intrusion and improving health outcomes for individuals that are identified as having 19 

been exposed to vapor intrusion. 20 

 Sec. 8-1182. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the healthy homes program, 21 

no less than $7,392,900.00 of general fund/general purpose funds and $18,157,100.00 of 22 

federal funds shall be allocated for lead abatement of homes. 23 

 (2) By April 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall provide a report to 24 

the house and senate appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the house and 25 

senate fiscal agencies, and the state budget office on the expenditures and activities 26 

undertaken by the lead abatement program in the previous fiscal year from the funds 27 

appropriated in part 1 for the healthy homes program. The report shall include, but is not 28 

limited to, a funding allocation schedule, expenditures by category of expenditure and by 29 

subcontractor, revenues received, description of program elements, number of housing units 30 

abated of lead-based paint hazards, and description of program accomplishments and 31 

progress.

If a county that has participated in a district health department or an 9 

associated arrangement with other local health departments takes action to cease to 10 

participate in such an arrangement after October 1 of the current fiscal year, the 11 

department shall have the authority to assess a penalty from the local health department's 12 

operational accounts in an amount equal to no more than 6.25% of the local health 13 

department's essential local public health services funding. This penalty shall only be 14 

assessed to the local county that requests the dissolution of the health department.

health support services as the center pursues certification as a federally qualified health 31 

center. 32 
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 (3) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the drinking water declaration of 1 

emergency, the department shall allocate $500,000.00 for rides to wellness through the 2 

Flint mass transportation authority. 3 

 Sec. 8-1308. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for prenatal care outreach and 4 

service delivery support, not less than $500,000.00 of funding shall be allocated for 5 

evidence-based programs to reduce infant mortality including nurse family partnership 6 

programs.

 (b) Provide medical care and treatment to eligible patients with cystic fibrosis who 28 

are 21 years of age or older. 29 

 (c) Provide medical care and treatment to eligible patients with hereditary 30 

coagulation defects, commonly known as hemophilia, who are 21 years of age or older. 31 

 (d) Provide human growth hormone to eligible patients. 32 
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 (e) Provide mental health care for mental health needs that result from, or are a 1 

symptom of, the individual's qualifying medical condition. 2

audited HEDIS reports and the annual external quality review report to the senate and house 5 

appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate and house fiscal 6 

agencies, and the state budget director, within 30 days of the department's receipt of the 7 

final reports from the contractors. 8 

 Sec. 8-1670. (1) The appropriation in part 1 for the MIChild program is to be used to 9 

provide comprehensive health care to all children under age 19 who reside in families with 10 

income at or below 212% of the federal poverty level, who are uninsured and have not had 11 

coverage by other comprehensive health insurance within 6 months of making application for 12 

MIChild benefits, and who are residents of this state. The department shall develop 13 

detailed eligibility criteria through the medical services administration public 14 

concurrence process, consistent with the provisions of this part and part 1.

 Sec. 8-1764. The department shall annually certify whether rates paid to Medicaid 17 

health plans and specialty PIHPs are actuarially sound in accordance with federal 18 

requirements and shall provide a copy of the rate certification and approval of rates paid 19 

to Medicaid health plans and specialty PIHPs within 5 business days after certification or 20 

approval to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the 21 

senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget office. Following the rate 22 

certification, the department shall ensure that no new or revised state Medicaid policy 23 

bulletin that is promulgated materially impacts the capitation rates that have been 24 

certified in a negative manner. 25 

 Sec. 8-1775. (1) By March 1 of the current fiscal year, the department shall report 26 

to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on the department budget, the senate 27 

and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget office on progress in implementing the 28 

waiver to implement managed care for individuals who are eligible for both Medicare and 29 

Medicaid, known as MI Health Link, including any problems and potential solutions as 30 

identified by the ombudsman described in subsection (2). 31 

 (2) The department shall ensure the existence of an ombudsman program that is not 32 
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associated with any project service manager or provider to assist MI Health Link 1 

beneficiaries with navigating complaint and dispute resolution mechanisms and to identify 2 

problems in the demonstrations and in the complaint and dispute resolution mechanisms. 3 

 Sec. 8-1782. Subject to federal approval, from the funds appropriated in part 1 for 4 

health plan services, the department shall allocate $740,000.00 general fund/general 5 

purpose plus any available work project funds and federal match through an administered 6 

contract with oversight from Medical Services Administration and Public Health 7 

Administration. The funds shall be used to support a statewide media campaign for improving 8 

this state's immunization rates. 9 

 Sec. 8-1790. The department shall maintain the current practitioner rates paid for 10 

current procedural terminology (CPT) codes 90791 through 90899 for psychiatric procedures 11 

through Medicaid fee-for-service and through the comprehensive Medicaid health plans for 12 

Medicaid recipients under the age of 21. 13 

 Sec. 8-1791. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for health plan services and 14 

physician services, the department shall provide Medicaid reimbursement rates for neonatal 15 

services at 95% of the Medicare rate received for those services in effect on the date the 16 

services are provided to eligible Medicaid recipients. The current procedural terminology 17 

(CPT) codes that are eligible for this reimbursement rate increase are 99468, 99469, 99471, 18 

99472, 99475, 99476, 99477, 99478, 99479, and 99480. 19 

 Sec. 8-1801. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for physician services and health 20 

plan services, the department shall continue the increase to Medicaid rates for primary 21 

care services provided only by primary care providers.

From the funds appropriated in part 1 for program of all-inclusive care 31 

for the elderly (PACE), to the extent that funding is available in the PACE line item and 32 
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unused program slots are available, the department may do the following: 1 

 (a) Increase the number of slots for an already-established local PACE program if the 2 

local PACE program has provided appropriate documentation to the department indicating its 3 

ability to expand capacity to provide services to additional PACE clients. 4 

 (b) Suspend the 10 member per month individual PACE program enrollment increase cap 5 

in order to allow unused and unobligated slots to be allocated to address unmet demand for 6

 Sec. 8-1862. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall maintain 12 

payment rates for Medicaid obstetrical services at 95% of Medicare levels effective October 13 

1, 2014. 14 

 Sec. 8-1870. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for hospital services and 15 

therapy, the department shall appropriate $5,100,000.00 in general fund/general purpose 16 

revenue plus any contributions from public entities, up to $5,000,000.00, and any 17 

associated federal match to the MiDocs consortium to create new primary care residency 18 

slots in underserved communities. The new primary care residency slots must be in 1 of the 19 

following specialties: family medicine, general internal medicine, general pediatrics, 20 

general OB-GYN, psychiatry, or general surgery. 21

medicine, general pediatrics, general OB-GYN, psychiatry, and general surgery. 3 

 (9) Unexpended and unencumbered funds up to a maximum $5,100,000.00 in general 4 

fund/general purpose revenue plus any contributions from public entities, up to 5 

$5,000,000.00, and any associated federal match remaining in accounts appropriated in part 6 

1 for hospital services and therapy are designated as work project appropriations, and any 7 

unencumbered or unallotted funds shall not lapse at the end of the fiscal year and shall be 8 

available for expenditures for the MiDocs consortium to create new primary care residency 9 

slots in underserved communities under this section until the work project has been 10 

completed.

(1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the technology supporting 21 

integrated service delivery line item, the department shall maintain information technology 22 

tools and enhance existing systems to improve the eligibility and enrollment process for 23 

citizens accessing department administered programs. This information technology system 24 

will consolidate beneficiary information, support department caseworker efforts in building 25 

a success plan for beneficiaries, and better support department staff in supporting 26 

enrollees in assistance programs.

Pursuant to section 30 of article IX of the state constitution of 1963, 27 

total state spending from state resources under part 1 for the fiscal year 2022 is 28 

$71,245,900.00 and state spending from state resources to be paid to local units of 29 

government for fiscal year 2022 is $0.00. 30 

 Sec. 9-202. The appropriations authorized under this article are subject to the 31 

management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 18.1594.32 
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 Sec. 9-203. As used in this article: 1 

 (a) "Department" means the department of insurance and financial services. 2 

 (b) "Director" means the director of the department. 3 

 (c) "FTE" means full-time equated. 4 

 (d) "IDG" means interdepartmental grant. 5 

 Sec. 9-204. The departments and agencies receiving appropriations in part 1 shall use 6 

the Internet to fulfill the reporting requirements of this article. This requirement shall 7 

include transmission of reports via electronic mail to the recipients identified for each 8 

reporting requirement, or it shall include placement of reports on an Internet or Intranet 9 

site. 10 

 Sec. 9-205. To the extent permissible under MCL 18.1261: 11

(1) The appropriations authorized under this article are subject to the 19 

management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 18.1594. 20 

 (2) Funds appropriated in part 1 to an entity within the judicial branch shall not be 21 

expended or transferred to another account without written approval of the authorized agent 22 

of the judicial entity. If the authorized agent of the judicial entity notifies the state 23 

budget director of its approval of an expenditure or transfer, the state budget director 24 

shall immediately make the expenditure or transfer. The authorized judicial entity agent 25 

shall be designated by the chief justice of the supreme court. 26 

 Sec. 10-203. As used in this article: 27 

 (a) "FTE" means full-time equated. 28 

 (b) "IDG" means interdepartmental grant. 29 

 (c) "OASI" means old age survivor's insurance. 30 

 Sec. 10-204. The reporting requirement of this part shall be completed with the 31 

approval of, and at the direction off, the supreme court, except as otherwise provided in 32 
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this part. The judicial branch shall use the internet to fulfill the reporting requirements 1 

of this part. This requirement shall include transmission of reports via electronic mail to 2 

the recipients identified for each reporting requirement and shall include placement of 3 

reports on an internet site. 4 

 Sec. 10-205. To the extent permissible under MCL 18.1261: 5 

 (a) Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for the purchase of foreign goods 6 

or services, or both, if competitively priced and of comparable quality American goods or 7 

services, or both, are available.  8 

 (b) Preference shall be given to goods or services, or both, manufactured or provided 9 

by Michigan businesses, if they are competitively priced and of comparable quality. 10 

 (c) In addition, preference should be given to goods or services, or both, that are 11 

manufactured or provided by Michigan businesses owned and operated by veterans, if they are 12 

competitively priced and of comparable quality.

 Sec. 10-209. Not later than December 31, the state budget office shall prepare and 26 

transmit a report that provides for estimates of the total general fund/general purpose 27 

appropriation lapses at the close of the prior fiscal year. This report shall summarize the 28 

projected year-end general fund/general purpose appropriation lapses by major departmental 29 

program or program areas. The report shall be transmitted to the chairpersons of the senate 30 

and house appropriations committees and the senate and house fiscal agencies. 31 

 Sec. 10-211. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the judicial branch shall 32 
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maintain a searchable website accessible by the public at no cost that includes all 1 

expenditures made by the judicial branch within a fiscal year. The posting shall include 2 

the purpose for which each expenditure is made. The judicial branch shall not provide 3 

financial information on its website under this section if doing so would violate a federal 4 

or state law, rule, regulation, or guideline that establishes privacy or security standards 5 

applicable to that financial information. 6 

 Sec. 10-212. Within 14 days after the release of the executive budget recommendation, 7 

the judicial branch shall cooperate with the state budget office to provide the senate and 8 

house appropriations committee chairs, the senate and house appropriations subcommittee 9 

chairs, and the senate and house fiscal agencies with an annual report on estimated state 10 

restricted fund balances, state restricted fund projected revenues, and state restricted 11 

fund expenditures for the prior 2 fiscal years. 12 

 Sec. 10-213. The judiciary shall maintain, on a publicly accessible website, a 13 

scorecard that identifies, tracks, and regularly updates key metrics that are used to 14 

monitor and improve the judiciary's performance. 15 

 Sec. 10-214. Total authorized appropriations from all sources under part 1 for legacy 16 

costs for the fiscal year ending September 30, 2022 are estimated at $14,001,700.00. From 17 

this amount, total judiciary appropriations for pension-related legacy costs are estimated 18 

at $7,844,500.00. Total judiciary appropriations for retiree health care legacy costs are 19 

estimated at $6,157,200.00. 20

 Sec. 10-301. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the direct trial court automation 23 

support program of the state court administrative office shall recover direct and overhead 24 

costs from trial courts by charging for services rendered. The fee shall cover the actual 25 

costs incurred to the direct trial court automation support program in providing the 26 

service, including development of future versions of case management systems. 27 

 Sec. 10-302. Funds appropriated within the judicial branch shall not be expended by 28 

any component within the judicial branch without the approval of the supreme court. 29 

 Sec. 10-303. Of the amount appropriated in part 1 for the judicial branch, 30 

$711,900.00 is allocated for circuit court reimbursement under section 3 of 1978 PA 16, MCL 31 

800.453, and for costs associated with the court of claims. 32 
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 Sec. 10-304. A member of the legislature may request a report or data from the data 1 

collected in the judicial data warehouse. The report shall be made available to the public 2 

upon request, unless disclosure is prohibited by court order or state or federal law. Any 3 

data provided under this section shall be public and non-identifying information. 4 

 Sec. 10-305. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for community dispute resolution, 5 

community dispute resolution centers shall provide dispute resolution services specified in 6 

the community dispute resolution act, 1988 PA 260, MCL 691.1551 to 691.1564, and shall help 7 

to reduce suspensions and truancy, and improve school climate. Funding appropriated in part 8 

1 for community dispute resolution may be used to develop or expand juvenile diversion 9 

services in cooperation with local prosecutors. Participation in the dispute resolution 10 

processes is voluntary for all parties. 11 

 Sec. 10-307. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for mental health courts and 12 

diversion services, $1,730,000.00 is intended to address the recommendations of the mental 13 

health diversion council. 14 

 Sec. 10-308. If sufficient funds are not available from the court fee fund to pay 15 

judges' compensation, the difference between the appropriated amount from that fund for 16 

judges' compensation and the actual amount available after the amount appropriated for 17 

trial court reimbursement is made shall be appropriated from the state general fund for 18 

judges' compensation. If an appropriation is made under this section, the state court 19 

administrative office shall notify, within 14 days of the appropriation, the senate and 20 

house standing committees on appropriations, the senate and house appropriations 21 

subcommittees on judiciary, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget 22 

office. 23 

 Sec. 10-309. By April 1, the state court administrative office shall provide a report 24 

on drug treatment, mental health, and veterans court programs in this state. The report 25 

shall include information on the number of each type of program that has been established, 26 

the number of program participants in each jurisdiction, and the impact of the programs on 27 

offender criminal involvement and recidivism. The report shall be submitted to the senate 28 

and house appropriations subcommittees on judiciary, the senate and house fiscal agencies, 29 

and the state budget office. 30 

 Sec. 10-311. (1) The funds appropriated in part 1 for drug treatment courts as that 31 

term is defined in section 1060 of the revised judicature act of 1961, 1961 PA 236, MCL 32 
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600.1060, shall be administered by the state court administrative office to operate drug 1 

treatment court programs. A drug treatment court shall be responsible for handling cases 2 

involving substance abusing nonviolent offenders through comprehensive supervision, 3 

testing, treatment services, and immediate sanctions and incentives. A drug treatment court 4 

shall use all available county and state personnel involved in the disposition of cases 5 

including, but not limited to, parole and probation agents, prosecuting attorneys, defense 6 

attorneys, and community corrections providers. The funds may be used in connection with 7 

other federal, state, and local funding sources. 8 

 (2) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the chief justice shall allocate 9 

sufficient funds for the Michigan judicial institute to provide in-state training for those 10 

identified in subsection (1), including training for new drug treatment court judges. 11 

 (3) For drug treatment court grants, consideration for priority may be given to those 12 

courts where higher instances of substance abuse cases are filed. 13 

 (4) The judiciary shall receive $1,500,000.00 in Byrne formula grant funding as an 14 

interdepartmental grant from the department of state police to be used for expansion of 15 

drug treatment courts, to assist in avoiding prison bed space growth for nonviolent 16 

offenders in collaboration with the department of corrections. 17 

 Sec. 10-317. Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for the permanent 18 

assignment of state-owned vehicles to justices or judges or any other judicial branch 19 

employee. This section does not preclude the use of state-owned motor pool vehicles for 20 

state business in accordance with approved guidelines. 21 

 Sec. 10-320. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the swift and sure 22 

sanctions program, created under section 3 of chapter XIA of the code of criminal 23 

procedure, 1927 PA 175, MCL 771A.3, the state court administrative office shall administer 24 

a program to distribute grants to qualifying courts in accordance with the objectives and 25 

requirements of the probation swift and sure sanctions act, chapter XIA of the code of 26 

criminal procedure, 1927 PA 175, MCL 771A.1 to 771A.8. Of the funds designated for the 27 

program, not more than $100,000.00 shall be available to the state court administrative 28 

office to pay for employee costs associated with the administration of the program funds. 29 

Of the funds designated for the program, $500,000.00 is reserved for programs in counties 30 

that had more than 325 individuals sentenced to prison in the previous calendar year. 31 

Courts interested in participating in the swift and sure sanctions program may apply to the 32 
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state court administrative office for a portion of the funds appropriated in part 1 under 1 

this section. 2 

 (2) By April 1, the state court administrative office, in cooperation with the 3 

department of corrections, shall provide a report on the courts that receive funding under 4 

the swift and sure sanctions program described in subsection (1) to the senate and house 5 

appropriations subcommittees on judiciary, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the 6 

state budget office. The report shall include all of the following: 7 

 (a) The number of offenders who participate in the program. 8 

 (b) The criminal history of offenders who participate in the program. 9 

 (c) The recidivism rate of offenders who participate in the program, including the 10 

rate of return to jail, prison, or both. 11 

 (d) A detailed description of the establishment and parameters of the program. 12 

 (e) A list of courts participating in the program. 13 

 (f) An accounting of prior year expenditures, including grant amounts requested by 14 

the courts, grant amounts awarded to the courts, and grant amounts expended by the courts. 15 

 (3) As used in this section, "program" means a swift and sure sanctions program 16 

described in subsection (1). 17 

 Sec. 10-321. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the judicial branch shall support 18 

a statewide legal self-help internet website and local nonprofit self-help centers that use 19 

the statewide website to provide assistance to individuals representing themselves in civil 20 

legal proceedings. The state court administrative office shall summarize the costs of 21 

maintaining the website, provide statistics on the number of people visiting the website, 22 

and provide information on content usage, form completion, and user feedback. By March 1, 23 

the state court administrative office shall report this information for the preceding 24 

fiscal year to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on judiciary, the senate 25 

and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget office. 26 

 Sec. 10-322. If Byrne formula grant funding is awarded to the state appellate 27 

defender in excess of the amount appropriated in part 1, the state appellate defender 28 

office may receive and expend Byrne formula grant funds in an amount not to exceed 29 

$250,000.00 as an interdepartmental grant from the department of state police. If the 30 

appellate defender appointed under section 3 of the appellate defender act, 1978 PA 620, 31 

MCL 780.713, receives federal grant funding from the United States Department of Justice in 32 
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excess of the amount appropriated in part 1, the office of appellate defender may receive 1 

and expend grant funds in an amount not to exceed $300,000.00 as other federal grants. 2 

 Sec. 10-324. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the medication-assisted 3 

treatment program, the judiciary shall maintain a medication-assisted treatment program to 4 

provide treatment for opioid-addicted and alcohol-addicted individuals who are referred to 5 

and voluntarily participate in the medication-assisted treatment program. 6 

 Sec. 10-326. (1) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the state appellate defender 7 

office attorneys and support staff shall ensure Michigan compliance with Montgomery v 8 

Louisiana, 577 US _____ (2016). The purpose of the program is to ensure competent, 9 

resourced, and supervised counsel in cases involving the resentencing of juvenile lifers. 10 

 (2) The state appellate defender office shall submit a report by September 30 to the 11 

senate and house appropriations subcommittees on judiciary, the senate and house fiscal 12 

agencies, and the state budget office on the number of juvenile lifer cases investigated 13 

and prepared by the state appellate defender office. The report shall include a calculation 14 

of hours spent and focus on incremental costs associated with investigating and conducting 15 

a robust examination of each case, with particular emphasis on those costs that may be 16 

avoided after the cases have been disposed. 17

contractual interlocal agreement effective April 5, 1999, between local participating 29 

economic development corporations formed under the economic development corporations act, 30 

1974 PA 338, MCL 125.1601 to 125.1636, and the Michigan strategic fund.

in market campaigns.  5

 Sec. 13-204. The departments and agencies receiving appropriations in part 1 shall 32 
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use the Internet to fulfill the reporting requirements of this article. This requirement 1 

shall include transmission of reports via electronic mail to the recipients identified for 2 

each reporting requirement, or it shall include placement of reports on an Internet or 3 

Intranet site. 4 

 Sec. 13-205. To the extent permissible under MCL 18.1261: 5 

 (a) Funds appropriated in part 1 shall not be used for the purchase of foreign goods 6 

or services, or both, if competitively priced and of comparable quality American goods or 7 

services, or both, are available.

From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall provide to 29 

the department of technology, management and budget information sufficient to maintain a 30 

searchable website accessible by the public at no cost that includes, but is not limited 31

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 (a) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by category. 1 

 (b) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by appropriation unit. 2

The department shall submit a report to the subcommittees, the senate 27 

and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget director by September 30 detailing any 28 

expenditure of funds for a television or radio production that was made to a third-party 29 

vendor in the fiscal year ending September 30, 2022. The report must include the following 30 

information for each expenditure:  31

 (c) Name of the vendor(s) that created the production and the amount paid to the 2

PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 6

or encumbered and lapsed back to the fireworks safety fund. 29

businesses, and public entities. Grant funds may be used to support a loan loss reserve 4 

fund or other comparable financial instrument to further leverage private investment in 5 

clean energy improvements.

 (d) The MVAA shall coordinate activities among local foundations, nonprofit 20 

organizations, and community groups to improve accessibility, enrollment, and utilization 21 

of the array of health care, education, employment assistance, and quality of life services 22 

provided at the local level. 23 

 (e) The MVAA may work with MVAA service officers, county veteran counselors, VSO 24 

service officers, and other service providers to incorporate the provision of information 25 

relating to mental health care resources into their daily operations to aid veterans in 26 

understanding the mental health care support services they may be eligible to receive. 27 

 (f) The MVAA shall coordinate with the department of health and human services to 28 

identify Medicaid recipients who are veterans and who may be eligible for federal veterans 29 

health care benefits or other benefits, to the extent that the identification does not 30 

violate applicable confidentiality requirements. 31 

 (g) The MVAA shall collaborate with the department of corrections to create and 32 
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maintain a process by which prisoners can obtain a copy of their DD-214 form or other 1 

military discharge documentation if necessary. 2 

 (h) The MVAA shall ensure that all MVAA service officers and VSO service officers 3 

receive appropriate training in processing applications for benefits payable to veterans 4 

due to military sexual trauma, post-traumatic stress disorder, depression, anxiety, 5 

substance abuse, or other mental health issues. 6 

 (3) The MVAA shall provide claims processing services to Michigan veterans in support 7 

of benefit claims submitted to the USDVA for the health, financial, and memorial benefits 8 

for which they are eligible, and shall do all of the following: 9 

 (a) Report biannually on the number of benefit claims, by type, submitted to the 10 

USDVA by MVAA.  11 

 (b) Maintain the staffing and resources necessary to process a minimum of 500 claims 12 

per year. 13 

 (4) The MVAA shall maintain staffing and resources necessary to develop and implement 14 

a process to ensure that all county counselors receive the training and accreditation 15 

necessary to provide quality services to veterans. The MVAA shall report information 16 

biannually on the number and percentage of county veterans counselors trained by the MVAA, 17 

and the number and percentage who received funding from the MVAA to attend training, with 18 

an overall goal of 100% of county veterans counselors trained. 19 

 (5) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for MVAA, the MVAA is authorized to expend 20 

up to $50,000.00 to hire legal services to represent veterans benefit cases before federal 21 

court to maintain accreditation under 38 CFR 14.628(d)(1)(iv). 22 

 Sec. 14-407. (1) The MVAA shall disburse grants to achieve agency goals and 23 

performance objectives in partnership with counties, VSOs, and tribal governments. Grants 24 

will be disbursed to fund programs and projects that are determined by the agency to meet 25 

agency performance objectives and ensure that grantees communicate the availability of 26 

emergency grants through the Michigan veterans' trust fund. In disbursing grants, the MVAA 27 

shall do all of the following: 28 

 (a) Ensure that each grantee is issued performance standards. 29 

 (b) Ensure that each grantee uses those funds for veterans advocacy and outreach. 30 

 (c) Monitor the performance of each grantee. 31 

 (d) Require each grantee to report not less than quarterly on services provided to 32 
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veterans and account for all grant fund expenditures. 1 

 (e) Require that each grantee report not less than quarterly both of the following: 2 

 (i) The number and type of claims originated and submitted by the grantee to the 3 

USDVA. 4 

 (ii) The number and type of claims originated by an organization other than the 5 

grantee and submitted by the grantee to the USDVA. 6 

 (f) Promulgate monthly benchmark requirements, based upon contractual obligations, 7 

that each grantee must meet and require each grantee to report on achieving the benchmark 8 

requirements not less than quarterly to the MVAA, in order to ensure that each grantee 9 

meets MVAA veteran service goals. 10 

 (g) Assess the accuracy rate of claims reported by grantees and the attendance rate 11 

of grantees, based upon contractual obligations. 12 

 (h) Ensure that each grantee adheres to the MVAA approved schedule of operations. 13 

 (i) Report biannually to the subcommittees and senate and house fiscal agencies on 14 

grantee operations monitored under this subsection. 15 

 (2) Grants awarded to a VSO by the MVAA shall provide for the following, as developed 16 

by the MVAA: 17 

 (a) The provision of service to veterans statewide, using a regional service delivery 18 

model, with services provided at specified locations and times, including service provided 19 

in state correctional facilities. 20 

 (b) The payment of an hourly service rate that shall be set annually by MVAA based on 21 

funds appropriated in part 1. 22 

 (c) A specified number of service hours within each geographic region of this state, 23 

with a statewide goal based on both appropriations for the current fiscal year for the 24 

grant programs and the hourly service rate under subdivision (b). The statewide goal will 25 

include service hours provided to eligible incarcerated veterans within 1 year of their 26 

earliest release date. 27 

 (d) Use of an MVAA-designated internet-based claims data system. 28 

 (3) The MVAA shall report biannually a summary of activities supported through the 29 

appropriation in part 1 for grants, including the amount of expenditures to date, number of 30 

service hours, number of claims for benefits submitted by type of claim, and other 31 

information deemed appropriate by the MVAA. 32 
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 Sec. 14-410. (1) The general fund/general purpose funds appropriated in part I for 1 

the county veteran service fund shall be deposited to the restricted county veteran service 2 

fund created in section 3a of 1953 PA 192, MCL 35.623a. All funds in the restricted county 3 

veteran service fund are appropriated and available for expenditure to support county 4 

veteran service grants. 5 

 (2) From the funds appropriated in part 1 for the county veteran service fund, 6 

$200,000 shall be allocated to the MVAA to be used to cover costs associated with 7 

administering and providing technical assistance to counties for this grant program. 8

MICHIGAN VETERANS' FACILITY AUTHORITY 10 

 Sec. 14-452. (1) The MVH and the Michigan veterans' facility authority shall provide 11 

compassionate and quality nursing and domiciliary care services at the Grand Rapids, D.J. 12 

Jacobetti, and Chesterfield Township homes for veterans so that members can achieve their 13 

highest potential of wellness, independence, self-worth, and dignity. 14 

 (2) From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall provide resources 15 

necessary to provide nursing care services to veterans in accordance with federal standards 16 

and provide the results of the annual USDVA survey and certification as proof of 17 

compliance. 18 

 (3) Appropriations in part 1 for a home operated by the MVH and the D.J. Jacobetti 19 

and Chesterfield Township homes for veterans shall not be used for any purpose other than 20 

for veterans and veterans' families. 21 

 (4) Any contractor providing mental health services to the Grand Rapids, D.J. 22 

Jacobetti, and Chesterfield Township homes for veterans shall utilize mental health 23 

interventions that have been shown to be effective with the conditions they are treating, 24 

in accordance with evidence-based best practices supported by the USDVA-VHA, United States 25 

Department of Defense, the Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration, the 26 

American Psychological Association, and the National Association of Social Workers. 27 

 (5) Any contractor providing CENAs to the Grand Rapids home for veterans shall ensure 28 

that each CENA has at least 8 hours of training on information provided by the home. 29 

 (6) Any contractor providing CENAs to a home operated by the MVH shall ensure that 30 

each CENA has at least one 8-hour shift of shadowing at the veterans' home. 31 

 (7) Any contractor providing CENAs to a home operated by the MVH shall ensure that 32 
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each CENA is competent in the basic skills needed to perform his or her assigned duties at 1 

the home. 2 

 (8) A home operated by the MVH shall provide each CENA at least 12 hours of in-3 

service training once that individual has been assigned to the home. 4 

 (9) All complaints of abusive or neglectful care at the Grand Rapids, D.J. Jacobetti, 5 

and Chesterfield Township homes for veterans by a resident member, a resident member's 6 

family or legal guardian, or staff of the veterans' homes received by a supervisor shall be 7 

referred to the director of nursing or his or her designee upon receipt of the complaint. 8 

The director of nursing or his or her designee shall report on not less than a monthly 9 

basis, except that the Michigan veterans' facility authority may specify a more frequent 10 

reporting period to the home administrator, Michigan veterans' facility authority, agency, 11 

subcommittees, senate and house fiscal agencies, and state budget office the following 12 

information: 13 

 (a) A description of the process by which resident members and others may file 14 

complaints of alleged abuse or neglect at the Grand Rapids, D.J. Jacobetti, and 15 

Chesterfield Township homes for veterans. 16 

 (b) Summary statistics on the number and general nature of complaints of abuse or 17 

neglect. 18 

 (c) Summary statistics on the final disposition of complaints of abuse or neglect 19 

received. 20 

 (10) The MVH shall provide an on-site, board-certified psychiatrist for all resident 21 

members with mental health disorders in order to ensure that those resident members receive 22 

needed services in a professional and timely manner. The MVH shall provide all members and 23 

staff a safe and secure environment. 24 

 (11) The MVH shall ensure that they effectively develop, execute, and monitor all 25 

comprehensive care plans in accordance with federal regulations and their internal 26 

policies, with a goal that a comprehensive care plan is fully developed for all resident 27 

members. 28 

 (12) The MVH shall implement controls over their food, maintenance supplies, 29 

pharmaceuticals, and medical supplies inventories. 30 

 (13) The MVH shall establish sufficient controls for calculating resident member 31 

maintenance assessments in order to accurately calculate resident member maintenance 32 
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assessments for each billing cycle. The MVH shall establish sufficient controls to ensure 1 

that all past due resident member maintenance assessments are addressed within 30 days. 2 

 (14) The MVH shall establish sufficient controls over monetary donations and donated 3 

goods. 4 

 (15) The MVH shall implement sufficient controls over the handling of resident member 5 

funds to ensure the release of funds within 15 calendar days upon the resident member 6 

leaving the home and to ensure that a representative of a resident member is provided a 7 

full accounting of that resident member's funds within 30 calendar days after the death of 8 

that resident member. 9 

 (16) The MVH shall post on its website all policies adopted by the Michigan veterans' 10 

facility authority and the veterans' homes related to the administrative operations of the 11 

veterans' homes. 12 

 (17) The process by which visitors, residents, and employees of the Grand Rapids, 13 

D.J. Jacobetti, and Chesterfield Township homes for veterans may register complaints shall 14 

be displayed in high-traffic areas throughout the home. 15 

 (18) The MVH shall provide copies of each facility's USDVA State Veteran Home 16 

quarterly report to the legislature and the state budget office. These quarterly reports 17 

shall be posted on the MVH website. 18 

 (19) The MVH shall provide to the legislature and the state budget office biannual 19 

reports regarding the status of Centers for Medicare and Medicaid certification efforts, 20 

including, but not limited to, descriptions of incremental milestones, associated 21 

expenditures, and the percentage of plan completed until such time certification has been 22 

achieved and reported. 23

 (2) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 18 

not to exceed $7,500,000.00 for state restricted contingency funds. These funds are not 19 

available for expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this 20 

article under section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393. 21 

 (3) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 22 

not to exceed $50,000.00 for local contingency funds. These funds are not available for 23 

expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this article under 24 

section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393. 25 

 (4) In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1, there is appropriated an amount 26 

not to exceed $100,000.00 for private contingency funds. These funds are not available for 27 

expenditure until they have been transferred to another line item in this article under 28 

section 393(2) of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1393.

 Sec. 16-211. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department shall provide to 30 

the department of technology, management and budget information sufficient to maintain a 31 

searchable website accessible by the public at no cost that includes, but is not limited 32 
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to, all of the following for each department or agency: 1 

 (a) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by category. 2 

 (b) Fiscal year-to-date expenditures by appropriation unit. 3 

 (c) Fiscal year-to-date payments to a selected vendor, including the vendor name, 4 

payment date, payment amount, and payment description. 5 

 (d) The number of active department employees by job classification. 6 

 (e) Job specifications and wage rates. 7 

 Sec. 16-212. Within 14 days after the release of the executive budget recommendation, 8 

the department shall provide to the state budget office information sufficient to provide 9 

the senate and house appropriations chairs, the senate and house appropriations 10 

subcommittees chairs, and the senate and house fiscal agencies with an annual report on 11 

estimated state restricted fund balances, state restricted fund projected revenues, and 12 

state restricted fund expenditures for the fiscal years ending September 30, 2021 and 13 

September 30, 2022. 14 

 Sec. 16-213. The department shall maintain, on a publicly accessible website, a 15 

department scorecard that identifies, tracks, and regularly updates key metrics that are 16 

used to monitor and improve the department's performance. 17 

 Sec. 16-214. Total authorized appropriations from all sources under part 1 for legacy 18 

costs for the fiscal year ending September 30, 2022 are estimated at $29,398,500.00. From 19 

this amount, total agency appropriations for pension-related legacy costs are estimated at 20 

$16,470,600.00. Total agency appropriations for retiree health care legacy costs are 21 

estimated at $12,927,900.00. 22 

 Sec. 16-237. All information technology projects funded by appropriations in part 1 23 

must utilize information technology project management best practices and services as 24 

defined or recommended by the enterprise portfolio management office of the department of 25 

technology, management and budget and comply with the requirements of the state unified 26 

information technology environment methodology as it applies to all information technology 27 

project management processes. 28

 Sec. 16-703. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department of state shall 31

environmental protection act, 1994 PA 451, MCL 324.80130, 324.80315, 324.81114, and 5 

324.82156. The revenue received from the sale of records shall be credited to the 6 

transportation administration collection fund created under section 810b of the Michigan 7 

vehicle code, 1949 PA 300, MCL 257.810b. The department of state shall provide quarterly 8 

reports to the state budget director, legislature, the chairpersons of the relevant 9 

appropriations subcommittees, and the senate and house fiscal agencies. The report shall be 10 

provided within 15 days of the close of the quarter and shall include the number of records 11 

sold and the revenues collected. 12 

 Sec. 16-704. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the secretary of state may enter 13 

into agreements with the department of corrections for the manufacture of vehicle 14 

registration plates 15 months before the registration year in which the registration plates 15 

will be used. 16 

 Sec. 16-705. (1) The department of state may accept gifts, donations, contributions, 17 

and grants of money and other property from any private or public source to underwrite, in 18 

whole or in part, the cost of a departmental publication that is prepared and disseminated 19 

under the Michigan vehicle code, 1949 PA 300, MCL 257.1 to 257.923. A private or public 20 

funding source may receive written recognition in the publication and may furnish a traffic 21 

safety message, subject to departmental approval, for inclusion in the publication. The 22 

department may reject a gift, donation, contribution, or grant. The department may furnish 23 

copies of a publication underwritten, in whole or in part, by a private source to the 24 

underwriter at no charge. 25 

 (2) The department of state may sell and accept paid advertising for placement in a 26 

departmental publication that is prepared and disseminated under the Michigan vehicle code, 27 

1949 PA 300, MCL 257.1 to 257.923. The department may charge and receive a fee for any 28 

advertisement appearing in a departmental publication and shall review and approve the 29 

content of each advertisement. The department may refuse to accept advertising from any 30 

person or organization. The department may furnish a reasonable number of copies of a 31 

publication to an advertiser at no charge. 32 
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 (3) Pending expenditure, the funds received under this section shall be deposited in 1 

the Michigan department of state publications fund created by section 211 of the Michigan 2 

vehicle code, 1949 PA 300, MCL 257.211. Funds given, donated, or contributed to the 3 

department from a private source are appropriated and allocated for the purpose for which 4 

the revenue is furnished. Funds granted to the department from a public source are 5 

allocated and may be expended upon receipt. The department shall not accept a gift, 6 

donation, contribution, or grant if receipt is conditioned upon a commitment of state 7 

funding at a future date. Revenue received from the sale of advertising is appropriated and 8 

may be expended upon receipt.  9 

 (4) Any unexpended revenues received under this section shall be carried over into 10 

subsequent fiscal years and shall be available for appropriation for the purposes described 11 

in this section. 12 

 (5) On March 1 of each year, the department of state shall file a report with the 13 

senate and house of representatives standing committees on appropriations, the chairpersons 14 

of the relevant appropriations subcommittees, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the 15 

state budget director.

 Sec. 16-709. From the funds appropriated in part 1, the department of state may 9 

restrict funds from miscellaneous revenue to cover cash shortages created from normal 10 

branch office operations. This amount shall not exceed $50,000.00 of the total funds 11 

available in miscellaneous revenue. 12 

 Sec. 16-711. Collector plate and fund-raising registration plate revenues collected 13 

by the department of state are appropriated and allotted for distribution to the recipient 14 

university or public or private agency overseeing a state-sponsored goal when received.

Order No. 2001-10. Funds are appropriated and allocated when received and may be expended 32 
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upon receipt. Any deposits made under this section and unencumbered funds are restricted 1 

revenues and may be carried over into succeeding fiscal years. 2 

 Sec. 18-813. (1) Funds in part 1 for motor vehicle fleet are appropriated to the 3 

department for administration and for the acquisition, lease, operation, maintenance, 4 

repair, replacement, and disposal of state motor vehicles. 5

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 9 

 Sec. 18-850. (1) In accordance with section 5 of article XI of the state constitution 10 

of 1963, all restricted funds shall be assessed a sum not less than 1% of the total 11 

aggregate payroll paid from those funds for financing the civil service commission on the 12 

basis of actual 1% restricted sources total aggregate payroll of the classified service for 13 

the preceding fiscal year. This includes, but is not limited to, restricted funds 14 

appropriated in part 1 of any appropriations act. Unexpended 1% appropriated funds shall be 15 

returned to each 1% fund source at the end of the fiscal year. 16 

 (2) The appropriations in part 1 are estimates of actual charges based on payroll 17 

appropriations. With the approval of the state budget director, the commission is 18 

authorized to adjust financing sources for civil service charges based on actual payroll 19 

expenditures, provided that such adjustments do not increase the total appropriation for 20 

the civil service commission.

For restricted 25 

sources of funding within the general fund that have the legislative authority for 26 

carryover, if current spending authorization or revenues are insufficient to accept the 27 

charge, the shortage shall be taken from carryforward balances of that funding source.

Restricted revenue sources that do not have carryforward authority shall be utilized to 29 

satisfy commission operating deducts first and civil service obligations second. General 30 

fund dollars are appropriated for any shortfall, pursuant to approval by the state budget 31 

director.

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 Sec. 18-852. The appropriation in part 1 to the civil service commission, for state-1 

sponsored group insurance, flexible spending accounts, and COBRA, represents amounts, in 2 

part, included within the various appropriations throughout state government for the 3 

current fiscal year to fund the flexible spending account program included within the civil 4 

service commission. Deposits against state-sponsored group insurance, flexible spending 5 

accounts, and COBRA for the flexible spending account program shall be made from 6 

assessments levied during the current fiscal year in a manner prescribed by the civil 7 

service commission. Unspent employee contributions to the flexible spending accounts may be 8 

used to offset administrative costs for the flexible spending account program, with any 9 

remaining balance of unspent employee contributions to be lapsed to the general fund. 10

 Sec. 18-860. As used in sections 861 through 867 of this part:  13 

 (a) "Board" means the state administrative board.  14 

 (b) "Community college" means a community college organized under the community 15 

college act of 1966, 1966 PA 331, MCL 389.1 to 389.195, or under part 25 of the revised 16 

school code, 1976 PA 451, MCL 380.1601 to 380.1607, and does not include a state agency or 17 

university.  18 

 (c) "University" means a 4-year university supported by the state. University does 19 

not include a community college or a state agency. 20 

 Sec. 18-861. Each capital outlay project authorized in this part and part 1 or any 21 

previous capital outlay act shall comply with the procedures required by the management and 22 

budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 18.1594. 23 

 Sec. 18-864. The appropriations in part 1 for capital outlay shall be carried forward 24 

at the end of the fiscal year consistent with the provisions of section 248 of the 25 

management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1248. 26 

 Sec. 18-865. (1) A site preparation economic development fund is created in the 27 

department. As used in this section, "economic development sites" means those state-owned 28 

sites declared as surplus property pursuant to section 251 of the management and budget 29 

act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1251, that would provide economic benefit to the area or to the 30 

state. The Michigan Economic Development Corporation board and the state budget director 31 

shall determine whether or not a specific state-owned site qualifies for inclusion in the 32

 (3) A cash advance in an amount of not more than $25,000,000.00 is authorized from 10 

the general fund to the site preparation economic development fund.  11 

 (4) An annual report shall be transmitted to the senate and house of representatives 12 

standing committees on appropriations not later than December 31 of each year. This report 13 

shall detail both of the following:  14 

 (a) The revenue and expenditure activity in the fund for the preceding fiscal year.  15 

 (b) The sites identified as economic development sites under subsection (1). 16 

 17 

CAPITAL OUTLAY - UNIVERSITIES AND COMMUNITY COLLEGES 18 

 Sec. 18-873. (1) This section applies only to projects for community colleges. 19 

 (2) State support is directed towards the remodeling and additions, special 20 

maintenance, or construction of certain community college buildings. The community college 21 

shall obtain or provide for site acquisition and initial main utility installation to 22 

operate the facility. Funding shall be composed of local and state shares and not more than 23 

50% of a capital outlay project, not including a lump-sum special maintenance project or 24 

remodeling and addition project, for a community college shall be appropriated from state 25 

and federal funds, unless otherwise appropriated by the legislature.  26 

 (3) An expenditure under this part and part 1 is authorized when the release of the 27 

appropriation is approved by the board upon the recommendation of the director. The 28 

director may recommend to the board the release of any appropriation in part 1 only after 29 

the director is assured that the legal entity operating the community college to which the 30 

appropriation is made has complied with this part and part 1 and has matched the amounts 31 

appropriated as required by this part and part 1. A release of funds in part 1 shall not 32 
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exceed 50% of the total cost of planning and construction of any project, not including 1 

lump-sum remodeling and additions and special maintenance, unless otherwise appropriated by 2 

the legislature. Further planning and construction of a project authorized by this part and 3 

part 1 or applicable sections of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, MCL 18.1101 to 4 

18.1594, shall be in accordance with the purpose and scope as defined and delineated in the 5 

approved program statements and planning documents. This part and part 1 are applicable to 6 

all projects for which planning appropriations were made in previous acts.  7 

 (4) The community college shall take the steps necessary to secure available federal 8 

construction and equipment money for projects funded for construction in this part and part 9 

1 if an application was not previously made. If there is a reasonable expectation that a 10 

prior year unfunded application may receive federal money in a subsequent year, the college 11 

shall take whatever action necessary to keep the application active. 12 

 Sec. 18-874. If university and community college matching revenues are received in an 13 

amount less than the appropriations for capital projects contained in this part and part 1, 14 

the state funds shall be reduced in proportion to the amount of matching revenue received. 15 

 Sec. 18-875. (1) The director may require that community colleges and universities 16 

that have an authorized project listed in part 1 submit documentation regarding the project 17 

match and governing board approval of the authorized project not more than 60 days after 18 

the beginning of the fiscal year.  19 

 (2) If the documentation required by the director under subsection (1) is not 20 

submitted, or does not adequately authenticate the availability of the project match or 21 

board approval of the authorized project, the authorization may terminate. The 22 

authorization terminates 30 days after the director notifies the JCOS of the intent to 23 

terminate the project unless the JCOS convenes to extend the authorization.

The department may enter into a 12 

memorandum of understanding to memorialize these terms. 13 

 (6) Energy savings generated by a project shall be paid to the green revolving fund 14 

in future years by a participating agency in a manner and under the terms determined by the 15 

department as described in subsection (5). Funds received in addition to the appropriation 16 

in subsection (3) to the green revolving fund are appropriated and may be expended in a 17 

manner consistent with the purposes of the fund outlined in subsection (3).

(1) Amounts needed to pay for interest, fees, principal, mandatory and 4 

optional redemptions, arbitrage rebates as required by federal law, and costs associated 5 

with the payment, registration, trustee services, credit enhancements, and issuing costs in 6 

excess of the amount appropriated to the department in part 1 for debt service on notes and 7 

bonds that are issued by the state under sections 14, 15, and 16 of article IX of the state 8 

constitution of 1963 as implemented by 1967 PA 266, MCL 17.451 to 17.455, are appropriated. 9 

 (2) In addition to the amount appropriated to the department for debt service in part 10 

1, there is appropriated an amount for fiscal year cash-flow borrowing costs to pay for 11 

interest on interfund borrowing made under 1967 PA 55, MCL 12.51 to 12.53. 12 

 (3) In addition to the amount appropriated to the department for debt service in part 13 

1, there is appropriated all repayments received by the state on loans made from the school 14 

bond loan fund not required to be deposited in the school loan revolving fund by or 15 

pursuant to section 4 of 1961 PA 112, MCL 388.984, to the extent determined by the state 16 

treasurer, for the payment of debt service, including, without limitation, optional and 17 

mandatory redemptions, on bonds, notes or commercial paper issued by the state pursuant to 18 

1961 PA 112, MCL 388.981 to 388.985. 19 

 Sec. 20-902a. The department shall notify the senate and house of representatives 20 

standing committees on appropriations, the chairpersons of the relevant appropriations 21 

subcommittees, the senate and house fiscal agencies, and the state budget director not more 22 

than 30 days after a refunding or restructuring bond issue is sold. The notification shall 23 

compare the annual debt service prior to the refinancing or restructuring, the annual debt 24 

service after the refinancing or restructuring, the change in the principal and interest 25 

over the duration of the debt, and the projected change in the present value of the debt 26 

service due to the refinancing and restructuring. 27 

 Sec. 20-902b. The department shall report not later than 30 days after the state of 28 

Michigan comprehensive annual financial report is published to the chairpersons of the 29 

senate and house of representatives appropriations subcommittees on general government, the 30 

house and senate fiscal agencies, and the state budget director on all funds that are 31 

controlled or administered by the department and not appropriated in part 1.

(1) The department, through its bureau of investments, may charge an 10 

investment service fee against the applicable retirement funds. The fees may be expended 11 

for necessary salaries, wages, contractual services, supplies, materials, equipment, 12 

travel, worker's compensation insurance premiums, and grants to the civil service 13 

commission and state employees' retirement funds.

Training 21 

courses shall be offered in assessment administration. Each participant shall pay a fee to 22 

cover the expenses incurred in offering the optional programs to certified assessing 23 

personnel and other individuals interested in an assessment career opportunity. The fees 24 

collected shall be credited to the assessor certification and training fund. 25 

 Sec. 20-908. The amount appropriated in part 1 for the home heating assistance 26 

program is to cover the costs, including data processing, of administering federal home 27 

heating credits to eligible claimants and to administer the supplemental fuel cost payment 28 

program for eligible tax credit and welfare recipients. 29 

 Sec. 20-909. Revenue from the airport parking tax act, 1987 PA 248, MCL 207.371 to 30 

207.383, is appropriated and shall be distributed under section 7a of the airport parking 31 

tax act, 1987 PA 248, MCL 207.377a. 32 
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 Sec. 20-910. The disbursement by the department from the bottle deposit fund to 1 

dealers as required by section 3c(2) of 1976 IL 1, MCL 445.573c, is appropriated. 2 

 Sec. 20-911. (1) There is appropriated an amount sufficient to recognize and pay 3 

refundable tax credits, tax refunds, and interest as provided by law.  4

each county is authorized to expend from its revenue sharing reserve fund. 27 

 Sec. 20-956. (1) The funds appropriated in part 1 for financially distressed cities, 28 

villages, or townships shall be granted by the department to cities, villages, and 29 

townships that have 1 or more conditions that indicate probable financial distress, as 30 

determined by the department. A city, village, or township with 1 or more conditions that 31 

indicate probable financial distress may apply in a manner determined by the department for 32 
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a grant to pay for specific projects or services that move the city, village, or township 1 

toward financial stability. Grants are to be used for specific projects or services that 2 

move the city, village, or township toward financial stability. The city, village, or 3 

township must use the grants under this section to repair or replace critical 4 

infrastructure and equipment owned or maintained by the city, village, or township; or for 5 

costs associated with a transition to shared services with another jurisdiction; or to 6 

administer other projects that move the city, village, or township toward financial 7 

stability. The department shall award no more than $2,000,000.00 to any city, village, or 8 

township under this section.  9 

 (2) The department shall provide a report to the senate and house of representatives 10 

appropriations subcommittees on general government, the senate and house fiscal agencies, 11 

and the state budget director by March 31. The report shall include a list by grant 12 

recipient of the date each grant was approved, the amount of the grant, and a description 13 

of the project or projects that will be paid by the grant. 14 

 (3) The unexpended funds appropriated in part 1 for financially distressed cities, 15 

villages, or townships are designated as a work project appropriation, and any unencumbered 16 

or unallotted funds shall not lapse at the end of the fiscal year and shall be available 17 

for expenditure for projects under this section until the projects have been completed. The 18 

following is in compliance with section 451a of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 431, 19 

MCL 18.1451a:  20 

 (a) The purpose of the project is to provide assistance to financially distressed 21 

cities, villages, and townships under this section.  22 

 (b) The projects will be accomplished by grants to cities, villages, and townships 23 

approved by the department.  24 

 (c) The total estimated cost of all projects is $2,500,000.00.  25 

 (d) The tentative completion date is September 30, 2026. 26 

 27 

BUREAU OF STATE LOTTERY 28 

 Sec. 20-960. In addition to the funds appropriated in part 1 to the bureau of state 29 

lottery, there is appropriated from state lottery fund revenues the amount necessary for, 30 

and directly related to, implementing and operating lottery games under the McCauley-31 

Traxler-Law-Bowman-McNeely lottery act, 1972 PA 239, MCL 432.1 to 432.47, and activities 32 
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under the Traxler-McCauley-Law-Bowman bingo act, 1972 PA 382, MCL 432.101 to 432.120, 1 

including expenditures for contractually mandated payments for vendor commissions, 2 

contractually mandated payments for instant tickets intended for resale, the contractual 3 

costs of providing and maintaining the online system communications network, and incentive 4 

and bonus payments to lottery retailers. 5 

 Sec. 20-964. For the bureau of state lottery, there is appropriated 1% of the 6 

lottery's prior fiscal year's gross sales for promotion and advertising. 7

MICHIGAN GAMING CONTROL BOARD 9 

 Sec. 20-971. (1) From the revenue collected by the Michigan gaming control board 10 

regarding the total annual assessment of each casino licensee, $2,000,000.00 is 11 

appropriated and shall be deposited in the compulsive gaming prevention fund as described 12 

in section 12a(5) of the Michigan Gaming Control and Revenue Act, 1996 IL 1, MCL 432.212a. 13 

 (2) After the board has incurred the costs of regulating and enforcing internet 14 

sports betting, $500,000.00 is appropriated and shall be deposited into the compulsive 15 

gambling prevention fund as described in section 16(4)(b) of the lawful sports betting act, 16 

2019 PA 149, MCL 432.416. Following these disbursements, $2,000,000.00 is appropriated and 17 

shall be deposited in the first responder presumed coverage fund as described in section 18 

16(4)(c) of the lawful sports betting act, 2019 PA 149, MCL 432.416.  19 

 (3) An appropriation of $500,000.00 shall be deposited into the compulsive gaming 20 

prevention fund as described in section 16(4)(b) of the lawful internet gaming act, 2019 PA 21 

152, MCL 432.316, except as provided in section 15(2) of the lawful internet gaming act, 22 

2019 PA 152, MCL 432.301 to 432.322. Following these disbursements, $2,000,000.00 is 23 

appropriated and shall be deposited into the first responder presumed coverage fund as 24 

described in section 16(4)(c) of the lawful internet gaming act, 2019 PA 152, MCL 432.316. 25 

 Sec. 20-973. (1) Funds appropriated in part 1 for local government programs may be 26 

used to provide assistance to a local revenue sharing board referenced in an agreement 27 

authorized by the Indian gaming regulatory act, Public Law 100-497. 28 

 (2) A local revenue sharing board described in subsection (1) shall comply with the 29 

open meetings act, 1976 PA 267, MCL 15.261 to 15.275, and the freedom of information act, 30 

1976 PA 442, MCL 15.231 to 15.246. 31 

 (3) A county treasurer is authorized to receive and administer funds received for and 32 
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on behalf of a local revenue sharing board. Funds appropriated in part 1 for local 1 

government programs may be used to audit local revenue sharing board funds held by a county 2 

treasurer. This section does not limit the ability of local units of government to enter 3 

into agreements with federally recognized Indian tribes to provide financial assistance to 4 

local units of government or to jointly provide public services. 5 

 (4) A local revenue sharing board described in subsection (1) shall comply with all 6 

applicable provisions of any agreement authorized by the Indian gaming regulatory act, 7 

Public Law 100-497, in which the local revenue sharing board is referenced, including, but 8 

not limited to, the disbursal of tribal casino payments received under applicable 9 

provisions of the tribal-state class III gaming compact in which those funds are received. 10 

 (5) The director of the department of state police and the executive director of the 11 

Michigan gaming control board are authorized to assist the local revenue sharing boards in 12 

determining allocations to be made to local public safety organizations. 13 

 (6) The Michigan gaming control board shall submit a report by September 30 to the 14 

senate and house of representatives standing committees on appropriations and the state 15 

budget director on the receipts and distribution of revenues by local revenue sharing 16 

boards. 17 

 Sec. 20-974. If revenues collected in the state services fee fund are less than the 18 

amounts appropriated from the fund, available revenues shall be used to fully fund the 19 

appropriation in part 1 for casino gaming regulation activities before distributions are 20 

made to other state departments and agencies. If the remaining revenue in the fund is 21 

insufficient to fully fund appropriations to other state departments or agencies, the 22 

shortfall shall be distributed proportionally among those departments and agencies. 23 

 Sec. 20-976. The executive director of the Michigan gaming control board may pay 24 

rewards of not more than $5,000.00 to a person who provides information that results in the 25 

arrest and conviction on a felony or misdemeanor charge for a crime that involves the horse 26 

racing industry. A reward paid pursuant to this section shall be paid out of the 27 

appropriation in part 1 for the racing commission. 28 

 Sec. 20-977. All appropriations from the Michigan agriculture equine industry 29 

development fund, except for the racing commission appropriations, shall be reduced 30 

proportionately if revenues to the Michigan agriculture equine industry development fund 31 

decline during the current fiscal year to a level lower than the amount appropriated in 32 
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part 1. 1 

 Sec. 20-978. The Michigan gaming control board shall use actual expenditure data in 2 

determining the actual regulatory costs of conducting racing dates and shall provide that 3 

data to the senate and house appropriations subcommittees on agriculture and general 4 

government, the state budget director, and the senate and house fiscal agencies. The 5 

Michigan gaming control board shall not be reimbursed for more than the actual regulatory 6 

cost of conducting race dates. Prior to the reduction in the number of authorized race 7 

dates due to budget deficits, the executive director of the Michigan gaming control board 8 

shall provide notice to the certified horsemen's organizations with an opportunity to 9 

respond with alternatives. In determining actual costs, the Michigan gaming control board 10 

shall take into account that each specific breed may require different regulatory 11 

mechanisms. 12 

 Sec. 20-979. From the funds appropriated in part 1 for millionaire party regulation, 13 

the Michigan gaming control board may receive and expend state lottery fund revenue in an 14 

amount not to exceed the amount appropriated in part 1 for necessary expenses incurred in 15 

the licensing and regulation of millionaire parties pursuant to Executive Order No. 2012-4. 16 

In accordance with section 8 of the Traxler-McCauley-Law-Bowman bingo act, 1972 PA 382, MCL 17 

432.108, the amount of necessary expenses shall not exceed the amount of revenue received 18 

under that act. 19

STATE BUILDING AUTHORITY 21 

 Sec. 20-1100. (1) Subject to section 242 of the management and budget act, 1984 PA 22 

431, MCL 18.1242, and upon the approval of the state building authority, the department may 23 

expend from the general fund of the state during the fiscal year an amount to meet the cash 24 

flow requirements of those state building authority projects solely for lease to a state 25 

agency identified in both part 1 and this section, and for which state building authority 26 

bonds or notes have not been issued, and for the sole acquisition by the state building 27 

authority of equipment and furnishings for lease to a state agency as permitted by 1964 PA 28 

183, MCL 830.411 to 830.425, for which the issuance of bonds or notes is authorized by a 29 

legislative appropriation act that is effective for the immediately preceding fiscal year. 30 

Any general fund advances for which state building authority bonds have not been issued 31 

shall bear an interest cost to the state building authority at a rate not to exceed that 32 
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earned by the state treasurer's common cash fund during the period in which the advances 1 

are outstanding and are repaid to the general fund of the state. 2 

 (2) Upon sale of bonds or notes for the projects identified in part 1 or for 3 

equipment as authorized by a legislative appropriation act and in this section, the state 4 

building authority shall credit the general fund of the state an amount equal to that 5 

expended from the general fund plus interest, if any, as defined in this section. 6 

 (3) For state building authority projects for which bonds or notes have been issued 7 

and upon the request of the state building authority, the state treasurer shall make 8 

advances without interest from the general fund as necessary to meet cash flow requirements 9 

for the projects, which advances shall be reimbursed by the state building authority when 10 

the investments earmarked for the financing of the projects mature. 11 

 (4) In the event that a project identified in part 1 is terminated after final design 12 

is complete, advances made on behalf of the state building authority for the costs of final 13 

design shall be repaid to the general fund in a manner recommended by the director. 14 

 Sec. 20-1102. (1) State building authority funding to finance construction or 15 

renovation of a facility that collects revenue in excess of money required for the 16 

operation of that facility shall not be released to a university or community college 17 

unless the institution agrees to reimburse that excess revenue to the state building 18 

authority. The excess revenue shall be credited to the general fund to offset rent 19 

obligations associated with the retirement of bonds issued for that facility. The auditor 20 

general shall annually identify and present an audit of those facilities that are subject 21 

to this section. Costs associated with the administration of the audit shall be charged 22 

against money recovered pursuant to this section. 23 

 (2) As used in this section, "revenue" includes state appropriations, facility 24 

opening money, other state aid, indirect cost reimbursement, and other revenue generated by 25 

the activities of the facility. 26 

 Sec. 20-1103. The state building authority shall provide to the JCOS, senate and 27 

house fiscal agencies, and state budget director a report relative to the status of 28 

construction projects associated with state building authority bonds as of September 30 of 29 

each year, on or before October 15, or not more than 30 days after a refinancing or 30 

restructuring bond issue is sold. The report shall include, but is not limited to, the 31 

following: 32 
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 (a) A list of all completed construction projects for which state building authority 1 

bonds have been sold, and which bonds are currently active. 2 

 (b) A list of all projects under construction for which sale of state building 3 

authority bonds is pending. 4 

 (c) A list of all projects authorized for construction or identified in an 5 

appropriations act for which approval of schematic/preliminary plans or total authorized 6 

cost is pending that have state building authority bonds identified as a source of 7 

financing. 8

ONE-TIME APPROPRIATIONS 10 

 Sec. 20-1201. (1) The funds appropriated in part 1 for local first responder 11 

recruitment and training grants are to support local efforts to expand recruitment, improve 12 

training, and provide additional professional development and support to first responders. 13 

 (2) As used in this section: 14 

 (a) "First responder" means law enforcement officers, firefighters, emergency medical 15 

technicians (EMT), paramedics, and local unit of government corrections officers. 16 

 (b) "Applicant" means a city, village, township, county, or fire authority. 17 

 (3) The department shall establish an application process and award grants on a 18 

competitive basis to applicants that are determined to be most in need of first responder 19 

recruitment and training assistance. Awards to any one applicant shall be no more than 20 

$100,000.00 for recruitment, and no more than $100,000.00 for training programs. The 21 

department shall execute grant agreements with each of the applicants awarded funds that 22 

establish the terms and conditions under which the funds are granted.23
